After a long cold, hard winter the Pratt's found a way to escape from their military escort 
and followed the creeks from the "Trail of Tears" or what is now known as highway 8 in 
Crawford County, Missouri and settled 12 miles north in Crawford County before moving into 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri by the 1840 census. They began to make friends with 
other "exiles" who were also in hiding from the government. A local family, the Rinard 
(Rhinehart) Kimberin(g) family befriended the Pratts and was instrumental in helping the Pratt 
family to adjust to their new home life. Also, the Absalom Blanton family helped the Pratts 
and intermarried which was Cherokee tradition.

1839 Good Friends

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry 
Pratt family. 
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When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They settled 
near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 

When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told 
Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some 
property near her parents either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy 
land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks 

later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt... James' 

brother. 

After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass 
themself off as a white man even though they were Vfe Cherokee. This led to Alexander's land 
purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which he later sold to 
the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1 859.

I looked for it when I 
was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds that have not been 
documented but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of them and had no time, or 
luck in finding any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, Henry Pratt could have died on 
his way to California or on his return trip to Missouri. After his death, his widow, Nancy 
(CARTER) Pratt moved from Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri to be near her 
daughter; Susanna Rebecca (PRATT) Hansel family in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri. 
In 1852, Nancy married widower, Absalom Blanton in Crawford County. Regrettably, due to

Pratt family when the Pratts moved to Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri from Crawford 
County, Missouri. Alex's brother, James had already married Rhinard's daughter Catherine 
and Alex knew Mary from associating with the Kimberlin family. Alex moved from Boone 
Twp, Crawford County, Missouri, United States where he had been living with his mother and 
siblings in the 1850 census to Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri near Anthonies Mill 
where the Rhinard Kimberlin family lived when he purchased 40 acres on 22 May 1856.

Now 
know ye that for and in consideration of the sum of paid us as above specified we have 
conveyed the said land to Alexander Pratt with all and singular the privilege, appertenancy an 
hereditaments of whatever nature there belonging or in any wise appertaining. To have and 
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to hold the same free from us our heirs, representatives, and assigns to him the said 
Alexander Pratt his heirs, representatives and assigns forever. In testimony whereof we have 
hereunto set our hands and seal this day and date first above written. Attest: J. M. Anthony

[It should be noted that because Rinard Kimberlin sold some land to James Pratt who had 
married his daughter Catherine, this paved the way for Alexander to be able to buy land. It 
was law that Indians were not allowed to own or exchange property. Even though Alexander 
and James were only Vz Cherokee this still presented a problem, also I imagine that Rinard 
would not let Alexander marry his daughter, Mary unless he showed evidence that he was 
and could settle down. After Alex bought this land on 22 May 1856, a little over a month later 
Rinard agreed to Alex and Mary's marriage on 28 June 1856. This property was located 
near White's Creek and close to Alexander's brother; James & Catherine ( KIMBERLIN)

21 June 1982 Story about the death of Alexander Pratt 

In 1982, I used to travel throughout the middle portion of Missouri tracking down ancestors 
and related families. One such family was Thomas Livey and Polina ( PRATT) Callahan 
family; Alexander's daughter who had lived in Cheryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri for 
many years and had children who still lived in that area. One such child was Fred C. Callahan 
born 4 July 1907 in Cherryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States and died 29 
January 1992 at Rolla, Phelps, Missouri, United States. 

After receiving a reply to my newspaper ad looking for Alexander Pratt's grave from Elsie 
Conaway, who told me where the gravesite was located, I started to contact the Callahan 
family and drove to Cherryville to visit Fred Callahan on 21 June 1982. He related the 
following story to me about his grandpa.. .Alexander Pratt. 

When Fred was a little boy.. .about 5 years old, Grandpa Alex (Alexander R. Pratt) came to 
visit his Mom and Dad (Una & Tom Callahan) who lived near Cherryville, Missouri. Little 
Freddie used to "pick" on his Grandpa by climbing on him and playing with him like little 
grandchildren do with their grandpa. [I know from personal experience that my grandchildren; 
Brian and Jacob love to wrestle with me and get me down on the floor and climb on top of 
me and "beat me up". I've watched my father play with his great-grandchildren the same 
way.] 

One day, Grandpa Alex was rockin' in a rockin' chair by the fireplace chewin' tobacco, when 
little Freddie ran into the kitchen where his mother was cookin' and said " Momma, 
sumptins wrong with Grandpa", Lin a said, " You quitpickin' on Grandpa or I'll box your 
ears." They went into the front room and Una found that Alex Pratt had died of a heart 
attack in his rocking chair. He was 79. This happened in 1912. Unknown if it was in the 
earlier part of the year or the winter months of the year. 

Fred told me because the roads were slick with ice from an ice storm, they couldn't get the 
wagon with Alexander's body up the hills to take him back to his home in Sullivan to be 
buried, so they buried him in the Freeman Cemetery outside of Cherryville, Missouri. [I have 
driven' those roads at Cherryville and they are extremely steep and even hard to drive up 
them when the road is clear let alone when there is snow or sleet on the highway.] 

Carac Pratt, Alex's son from his second marriage, put a small metal marker at the grave site 
in 1975, which was still there when I visited the grave in 1982. Luckily, I took a picture of that 
metal placque because I have now been told that someone took the placque from the 
cemetery and it is missing. This is a drawing of where he is buried. It is now 2008, so I am 
trying to remember from my 1982 visit.

His gravesite was about 3 or 4 in from the back fence towards the gate. I had made 2 
attempts to find his grave. I had ridin' my motorcyle from Springfield, Missouri where I was 
living and operating an insurance agency. 

On my first visit I walked all over the cemetery and found nothing. I had left the radio on the 
motorcycle and it was playing "rock" music and I was not in tune with the spirit and I was 
unsuccessful. There was a spot that I felt a strange feeling come over me but I didn't know 
why, there was nothing there. 

On my second trip on a different day, this time, I left the radio off and Elsie Conaway came 
with me and showed me where he was buried. To my surprise, it was in the same spot I had 
previouly searched but found nothing. There it was. ..the metal marker clearly sticking out of 
the ground. How did I miss it the first time? I do not know. Maybe I wasn't intune with the 
spirit and was blinded by the ways of the world and failed to see. I don't know. 

That is the story on how Alexander Pratt became buried in the Freeman Cemetery, 
Cherryville, Crawford, Missouri, United States. There should be newspaper accounts of his 
death in the Sullivan, Bourbon, Steelville and/or Potosi newspapers. Those newspapers are 
kept at the State Historical Society in Cloumbia, Missouri and I had to travel to Columbia to 
get to read them. Usually I was permitted to have one day because I was a working father 
and had to raise a family at the same time I was trying to research my family line. I found 
some references to the Pratts, Blantons, Carters and other families in those papers but time 
prevented me from doing a thorough research. Maybe one day they will be online.-Floyd

[I ran this advertisement hoping to find where Alexander Pratt was buried. I was hoping to 
pinpoint a birth and death date. Up to this point all I had was census records and nothing else 
to go on. And you must remember, back in 1982 I was still light years ahead of other 
researchers who did not even know who Alexander Pratt was or whom he married. Two 
people answered my ad and wrote back to me informing me of the location of Alexander's 
gravesite. The first was Elsie E. Conaway; born 31 October 1925 and died February 1988 
from Cherryville and the second was Margaret Wagner from Sullivan, Missouri. Neither one 
wanted the $20 and when I drove out to see Elsie, she took me to where his gravesite was 
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located. Whoa!! [I am still in coorespondence with Margaret Wagner as of this day 4 July 
2010.] 

But first I am getting ahead of myself. When Elsie wrote to me and told me where his grave 
was located I decided to ride my 750cc Honda Goldwing motorcycle up from Springfield, 
where I lived, to Cherryville. I remember going up highway 19 and getting off at the Cemetery. 
I had a radio on my Honda and I was fond of rock music, loud. ..rock music and of course 
everyone knows that rock music is not conducive to the Holy Ghost and when I arrived at the 
cemetery, I left my radio on and walked the entire cemetery looking for Alexander Pratt's 
grave. I thoroughly looked at each grave site in anticipation of finding his grave after all these 
years but something was wrong and I couldn't find him. I went over and over the cemetery 
checking carefully each headstone and marker and he was not there. At one point of my 
search, I remember walking straight towards the back of the cemetery fence and felt a 
strange sensation at about 2 or 3 graves in but did not see any marker or headstone. I was 
dissapointed to say the least and drove back home after doing more research that day and 
was despondent. 

I called Elsie and told her I could not find the gravesite and she offered to take me there in 
person. So, sometime later, a week, a few days I don't remember, I rode my motorcycle back 
up to the cemetery and met Elsie, but this time I did not play rock music. And to my surprise 
she took me right to the spot that I had felt a strange sensation before but could not see the 
marker and lo and behold there it was. ..a steel metal marker which said "Alexander Pratt 
1831-1912". 

I became very humbled and realized how grateful I was to my Heavenly Father for allowing 
me to see the marker and to Elsie for taking the time to show me his gravesite. Why didn't I 
see it before? It must have been there. It's been there since Carac put in there before 1 975. I 
believe the reason I didn't see it the first time was because my spirit was not in harmony with 
the Holy Ghost and I was not ready. After humbling myself, the Lord blessed me and we 
found the marker. Those of you who know what I am talking about.. .understand. I took a 
Polariod picture of the marker and have it at this day. It is included in the pictures of 
Alexander Pratt's collection. Sadly, I was told that someone has taken the marker and it is 
lost. This is a true story-Floyd Thomas Pratt

Orville Carac Pratt 

I found another grandson of Alexander Pratt living in Bethalto, Illinois. Sometime in the 
1 980's I made a trip and visited with Orville Carac Pratt, son of Carac Francis Pratt. Carac 
Francis Pratt was the last known living child of Alexander & Catherine Adaline ( DUGAN) 
Pratt. 

Orville related the following information about his Grandpa Alexander Pratt. Orville said his 
father; Carac told him that Alexander was a big man 6' 4" tall and weighed about 240lbs. 
Alex was a blacksmith, autioneer, and ran a threshing seperator rig for a while. Since Carac 
made railroad ties then probably he learned this from his father. Carac also told him that his 
dad, Alex made the gold rush to California in 1849. [If Alex made the gold rush maybe that's 
where his father Henry Pratt died. Maybe his dad went with him to California because Alex 
was only 17 years in 1849.] 
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Research Speculation 

[In close proximity to Lick Creek in Greene County, Tennessee, next door to the Carter 
family, the Harmon family and the Blanton family, there was James & Ann ( GIBSON) Pratt 
family from Rockingham County, North Carolina. A few years before Henry Pratt and Nancy 
(CARTER) were married on October 3, 1820 in Greene County, Tennessee, there was a 
Robert Pratt and Alexander Pratt getting married in Greene County, Tennessee. The 
question is; does the "R." in Alexander's middle name represent his uncle. ..Robert? Was 
Alexander named after another uncle. ..Alexander? Was Henry Pratt the son of James & Ann 
(GIBSON) Pratt since he named his first son James? Futher research into this family 
needs to take place in the historical archives of Greene County, Tennessee. -Floyd Thomas 
Pratt 2008] 

My Tribute to the Ambrose Marion Pennock Family by Floyd Thomas Pratt 2008 

When my 2nd great grandfather, Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt bought 40 acres from William & 
Martha () Hughes on 22 May 1856, this property transaction had a great deal more intrigue 
and suspense than a normal property transfer. 

My 2ggfather, Alex was 1/2 Cherokee and Native Americans were not allowed to buy or own 
property. 

When the Pratts were forced from their home in Monroe County, Tennessee by bayonets, 
they were force marched on the "Trail of Tears" from September 1938 to March 1939, this 
has been documented by personal journals of those who accompanied the Pratts on that 
journey. 

When they arrived in the portion of Crawford County, Missouri which later became 
Washington County, before the 1840 census date, they settled near the local family of Rinard 
(Rhinehart) & Frances (PETERS) Kimberling family. 

The Kimberlings hailed from Botetourt County, Virginia and had been in Missouri since 1825 
and settled in the Richwoods Township area of Washington County where Alexander's 
father, Henry Pratt shows up in the 1840 census. Rinard later moved to Johnson Township 
and the Pratts followed. 

One of Henry's sons; James Pratt took a liking to one of Rinard's daughter's; Catherine 
(KIMBERLIN). But, Rinard was not going to let James Pratt a Cherokee marry his 
daughter unless he settled down. I guess Catherine was relentless in her pleadings to her 
father and he finally consented to the marriage and James & Catherine were married 
sometime between 1847-1848. [No record has been located]. 

On 25 February 1854, Rinard sold 23 acres to his son-n-law, James Pratt. This was the first 
property transaction found for the Pratts. Their father, Henry Pratt never owned property 
because he was full blooded Cherokee and it was against tribal custom and government law. 
[Cherokees felt that everyone in the tribe owned the land and therefore it could not be bought 
or sold.] 

Alexander, encouraged by James' success with land purchase but more intrigued by another 
of Rinard's daughter, Mary (KIMBERLIN) wanted to seek her hand in marriage. Rinard 
realizing that he wanted good stable husbands for his daughters, informed Alex that he had 
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to purchase property and settle down, BEFORE, he would permit his daughter to marry him. 

So, on 22 May 1856, Alexander purchased 40 acres from William Hughes and a little more 
than 1 month later, on 28 June 1856 he married Mary ( KIMBERLIN). So these 40 acres 
were the original homestead of Alexander R. & Mary ( KIMBERLIN) Pratt family. 

Cherokees are not very good farmers and after trying to conform to the farming life, 
Alexander decided this wasn't for him and about that time a new family arrived in the 
Johnson Township area looking for good land to build a future. This is where the Ambrose 
Marion Pennock family purchased the old homestead of the Alexander Pratt family on 18 
March 1859. 

Alexander Pratt stayed in the Johnson Township area of Washington County until after his 
second wife. ..Catherine Adaline ( DUGAN) Pratt died in 1892. He then moved to the 
Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri area to be closer to his son, Henry Winslow Pratt family and 
Alexander died in 1912. 

As you see, because of the friendship our ancestors shared with others, the Ambrose Marion 
Pennock family will always have a special place in the hearts of the Pratts, this friendship 
transcends generations and binds our families together forever. Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C.,

Blanton Hollow now known as Hamilton Hollow

There are two cemeteries on the hills at Hamilton Hollow across from each other. One is 
called Hamilton Cemetey and the other is the Blanton Cemetery. There are only a few 
headstones that have survived but both have many indentations in the ground where people 
have been buried. 

Since the Pratt's were of Cherokee ancestry, the government made sure that native indians 
were not allowed to prosper. This included preventing them from voting, buying and selling 
land, holding legal offices and even buying fishing licenses and they suffered other abuses 
kin to the way the whites treated the blacks. 

Therefore, there were many mixed native families living in the 39th and 40th townships of 
Johnson Township in Washington County, Missouri. These families found a common bond by 
seeking refuse from the abuses of the whites by living in close proximity. Only by marrying 
into local white families did these mixed natives begin to gain acceptance after the turn of the 
century. 

In the meantime, they survived by hunting and cutting ties and staves for the railroad and 
mining companies. 

My grandfather; Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt known as "Lum" to his friends was not 
only taught those trades by his father; Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt but also became known as 
an accomplished concrete and rock mason. My dad has shown me many structures still 
standing in Bourbon and the surrounding communty that my grandfather had built. 

Hamiton Hollow was named after the Hamitlon Iron Works Mining Company who purchased 
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the land from Absalom Blanton's son; Alexander A. Blanton Sr. in 1872 which comprised of 
propety around Henry Pratt's log cabin and Absalom Blanton's mansion which has now 
become known in these latter days as Hamilton Hollow. 

The old maps of the region show that the hollow was named Blanton Hollow in honor of 
Absalom Blanton and the creek the Blanton Creek. Near the creek is a cold water spring 
now called Pratt Spring named by the Missouri Corps of Engineers in honor of where Henry 
Pratt had built his log cabin on the bluff above. The large cave near the spring is named Pratt 
Cave. 

Absalom Blanton had bought this property on 3 November 1849 and developed a mining 
operation which employed many in the area. He built a large mansion with a winding 
staircase, which has been written in numerous local newspapers.

Why did Alexanders R. & Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt name one of their sons; Henry 
Winslow Pratt?

The name Winslow is so unusual it is hard to determine where it came from. I can find no 
references or articles to famous people carrying that name circa 1860's or around the time of 
Henry Winslow Pratt's birth (1869). I can not find any family member in the Pratt,Carter, 
Blanton or Kimberlin lines that carried the Winslow name. However, there is a long shot I 
found through my research efforts, that may have a clue to the origin of the name. 

David Jackson Staples married Mary Pratt (WINSLOW) in Boston, Massachusetts in 
1 848. This was the same year that gold had been discovered on the American River in 
California. David decided he had to go west to seek his fortune and with 25 men, including 
Mary's brother George Winslow from Newton, Massachusetts and her Uncle Jesse Winslow 
and others, formed the Boston-Newton Joint Stock Association. 

In 1848 and with the intent of going to California to participate in the gold rush, David Staples 
kept a journal of the trip. Traveling by train and lake steamer they reached Ohio without 
incident. After reaching Cairo, Illinois by April 27th and heading north to Saint Louis (City) for 
provisions, the party was spurred on by a cholera epidemic in St. Louis and left for 
Independence, Missouri by paddleboat up the Missouri River. 

On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the 
wet prairie, a party". ...returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera ." 
Who this was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow 
died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California and in 
1 862 was one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San 
Francisco . 

Presumptive Conclusions 

The following questions and assumptions are based on several coincidences from the 
David Jackson Staples story. These queries are meant to provoke contemplation and 
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engage the reader into action, so someone, somewhere will desire to invesigate and find the 
answers. 

(1) Could the Mary Pratt (WINSLOW) from Newton, Massachusetts, that married David 
Staples have been a relative of Alexander or one of the other Pratts? 

(2) Was Alexander Pratt familiar with the Boston Pratts? 

(3) When the Staples party left St. Louis by paddleboat, they probably traveled the Missouri 
River. 

(4) They may have stopped at Hannibal, Missouri for provisions. Hannibal is not far from our 
Pratts in Crawford County. 

(5) Did the Staples-Winslow party stop and visit with the Pratts from Crawford County, 
Missouri? 

(6) One thing is known. ..Alexander Pratt went to the California gold fields in 1848-1849. This 
story was passed down by Alexander to his son; Carac who told his son; Orville, who told me 
in the 1980's before he died about Alex making the trip to California. 

(7) I have always speculated that if Alexander went west in 1 848 to California for gold, he 
didn't go alone. I believe some of his brother's and maybe his father; Henry Pratt 
accompanied him. 

(8) Let's take this one step further, could Henry & Alexander and his brothers have hooked up 
with the David Staples party when they were going through Missouri at about the same time? 

(9) Could Henry Pratt, who we know was alive in 1842, could he have died on the trail out 
west? His wife, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt is a widow by the 8 October 1850 census date. 
After 35 years of researching, we still do not know where or when Henry Pratt died. 

(1 0) David Staples' Journal says that " a party of their group lost a husband father and friend 
due to the cholera epidemic and returned". Could this have been Henry Pratt who died on 
the trail and his sons returned home to Crawford County, Missouri? 

(11) Alexander is in the 1850 census with his mother and brothers. Why didn't he continue his 
westward trek to the gold fields of California? What would force him to return prematurely? 
Maybe the death of their father? 

(12) Did Alexander's association with the Staples and Winslow men on the trail create an 
impression on Alexander, that in 1869 he named one of his sons-Henry after his grandfather 
and Winslow after his good friend George Winslow of Newton, Massachusetts? 

(13) Alexander's son; Stonewall Jackson Pratt after reaching adulthood, dropped the 
"Stonewall" and took the middle name of "Newton". All the while he was alive in Columbia, 
Missouri since his adult life he was known as Jackson "Jack" Newton Pratt. Where did he 
get the name of Newton? From Newton, Massachusetts? 
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(14) Henry Winslow Pratt named one of his sons, Jesse Lee Pratt in 1894. I can find no 
previous references to the name Jesse in the Pratt, Kimberlin, Missey families other than 
Carter family which I am sure they, meaning Henry Winslow Pratt, was not aware of.. Jesse 
Carter Sr. his great-grandfather. The Pratts did not have any written record of their family 
history so I am sure Jesse Carter Sr. was unknown to them. I think Henry Winslow Pratt 
named Jesse Pratt after Jesse Winslow from Newton, Massachusetts, who accompanied his 
father, Alex and David Stapes westward to California. 

(15) Once again Boston, Massachusetts pops up in my research. If the above hypothesis has 
any creditability, then maybe there was something to my great Aunt Eula's story about one of 
Jackson Pratt's boys stealing some Boston deeds from Laura ( MISSEY) Pratt in the late 
1920's or early 1930's. More on that story can be found in my article, "Who Stole the 
Deeds?" Should be noted that many older family members retold the stolen deed 

story to me, not just my great Eula Viola (RICHARDSON) Pratt. 

I have a book titled " Still Flying and Nailed to the Mast ". The First Hundred Years of 
the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, by William Bronson, © 1963 by Doubleday & 
Company, Ins. Garden City, New York. This book gives an accounting of some of the journals 
of David Staples and the hardships they faced on their journey to California from Boston. 

When my father was in the insurance business and owned his own agency, he contracted 
with Fireman's Fund Insurance Company as an agent (around 1969) and they gave him this 
book. He later gave me the book. Little did I know the mysteries I would find concerning the 
Staples, Winslow and Pratt families within its pages. I found it strange that the founder of the 
Fireman's Fund Insurance Company had married Mary Pratt ( WINSLOW). I realize 
without more collaborating evidence, the above hypothesis is purely speculation. In any case 
there are some coincidences that can not be overlooked. -Floyd Thomas Pratt 2009 



Alexander married Mary Kimberlin, daughter of Rhinehart "Rinard" E. Kimberlin and Frances 
Jane Peters, on 28 June 1856 in Washington, Missouri, United States. Mary was born in 1835 in 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States, died from 1876 to 1880 near Osage Post 
Office, Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States at age 41 , and was buried from 1876 to 
1880 in probably Hamilton Hollow Cemetery, Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States.

In the 1840 census Michael is in the 5- 
9 range which would put his birth at 1841 to 1835 and Mary is in the 4 & under range which 
would put her birth in the 1836 to 1840 range. Therefore, Michael was born 1834 and Mary was 
born 1835-1836.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry 
Pratt family. 

When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into Richwoods 
Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They settled near the 
Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 

When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told 
Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some 
property near her parents either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy land. 
Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks later 
sold 24 acres of the 1 05 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt... James' brother. 
After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass themself 
off as a white man even though they were Vfe Cherokee. This led to Alexander's land purchase 
two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which he later sold to the Ambrose 
Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

[It should be noted that because Rinard Kimberlin sold some land to James Pratt who had 
married his daughter Catherine, this paved the way for Alexander to be able to buy land. It was 
law that Indians were not allowed to own or exchange property. Even though Alexander and 
James were only Vz Cherokee this still presented a problem, also I imagine that Rinard would not 
let Alexander marry his daughter, Mary unless he showed evidence that he was and could settle 
down. After Alex bought this land on 22 May 1856, a little over a month later Rinard agreed to 
Alex and Mary's marriage on 28 June 1856. This property was located near White's Creek and 
close to Alexander's brother; James & Catherine ( KIMBERLIN) Pratt family.-Floyd Thomas

What significance Confederate General Thomas Jonathan "Stonewall" Jackson had in 
Alexander R. Pratt's life is unknown. Since none of the Pratts in that family participated in the 
Civil War it is highly unusual for Alex to name one of his male children after a southern 
general. Obviously, Alex must have been influenced by others because he had no personal 
association with the general or the Civil War. Another observation, he named his son; 
Stonewal Jackson Pratt during the Civil War. When Stonewal Jackson Pratt met Mary 
"Mollie" Louise (TAYLOR) he dropped "Stonewall" and went by Jackson Newton Pratt 
after his marriage. Since, Mary "Mollie" Louise ( TAYLOR) claimed her family was related 
to President Zachary Taylor, then obviously they were of northern affiliation and her husband 
having a southern general's name was not acceptable. So, shortly after Jackson's marriage, 
this new middle name of Newton appears on his legal documents. Also, when he married 
Mary "Mollie" Louise (TAYLOR) in 1884, she being of Catholic faith, converted him to the 
Catholic church and upon baptism, he chose Newton as his name in the church and for legal 
purposes. Several of their children were christened in the Saint Stephen's Catholic Parish in 
Richwoods, Washington, Missouri, United States. This probably caused some alienation 
within Jackson Pratt's family that resulted in Jackson leaving the Johnson Township, 
Washington County area and moving to Columbia, Boone County, Missouri.

Research Note 

You might notice there are several children missing from the 1900 census. Apparently, all 
of Allen's previous children and all of Margaret's previous children weere too many for 
their household to manage. Margaret's children from her marriage to James West namely, 
William Lloyd West, Cora Matilda ( WEST) and Bertha M. (WEST) were all living 
with Allen's brother; William McKinley & Cynthia Ellen ( BURGESS) Carter family as 
was Allen and Margaret's mutual children; Jesse Valentine Carter, Virgil Epperson Carter 
and Frederick Calvin Carter. To the novice, this "splitting" of the family may have 
indicated that the West and Carter children living with William and Cynthia were actually 
theirs.

[In 1982, I used to travel throughout the middle portion of Missouri tracking down ancestors and 
related families. One such family was Thomas Livey and Polina ( PRATT) Callahan family; 
Alexander's daughter who had lived in Cheryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri for many 
years and had children who still lived in that area. One such child was Fred C. Callahan born 4 
July 1907 in Cherryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States and died 29 January 
1992 at Rolla, Phelps, Missouri, United States. After receiving a reply to my newspaper ad 
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looking for Alexander Pratt's grave from Elsie Conaway, who told me where the gravesite was 
located, I started to contact the Callahan family and drove to Cherryville to visit Fred Callahan 
on 21 June 1982. He related the following story to me about his grandpa.. .Alexander Pratt.] 
When he was a little boy.. .about 5 years old, Grandpa Alex (Alexander R. Pratt) came to visit his 
Mom and Dad (Una & Tom Callahan) who lived near Cherryville, Missouri. Little Freddie used 
to "pick" on his Grandpa by climbing on him and playing with him like little grandchildren do with 
their grandfather. [I know from personal experience that Brian and Jacob love to wrestle with me 
and get me down on the floor and climb on top of me and "beat me up". I've watched my father 
play with his great-grandchildren the same way.] 

One day, Grandpa Alex was rockin' in a rockin' chair by the fireplace chewin' tobacco, when 
little Freddie ran into the kitchen where his mother was cookin' and said "Momma, sumptins 
wrong with Grandpa", Una said, "You quit pickin' on Grandpa or I'll box your ears." They went 
into the front room and Lina found that Alex Pratt had died of a heart attack in his rocking chair. 
He was 79. This happened in 1912. Unknown if it was in the earlier part of the year or the winter 
months of the year. 

Fred told me because the roads were slick with ice from an ice storm, they couldn't get the 
wagon with Alexander's body up the hills to take him back to his home in Sullivan to be buried, 
so they buried him in the Freeman Cemetery outside of Cherryville, Missouri. [I have driven' 
those roads at Cherryville and they are extremely steep and even hard to drive up them when 
the road is clear let alone when there is snow or sleet on the highway.] Carac Pratt, Alex's son 
from his second marriage, put a small metal marker at the grave site in 1975, which was still 
there when I visited the grave in 1982. Luckily, I took a picture of that metal placque because I 
have now been told that someone took the placque from the cemetery and it is missing. This is 
a drawing of where he is buried. It is now 2008, so I am trying to remember from my 1 982 visit.

His gravesite was about 3 or 4 in from the back fence towards the gate. I had made 2 attempts 
to find his grave. I had ridin' my motorcyle from Springfield, Missouri where I was living and 
operating an insurance agency. On my first visit I walked all over the cemetery and found 
nothing. I had left the radio on the motorcycle and it was playing "rock" music and I was not in 
tuned with the spirit and I was unsuccessful. There was a spot that I felt a strange feeling come 
over me but I didn't know why, there was nothing there. On my second trip on a different day, this 
time, I left the radio off and Elsie Conaway came with me and showed me where he was buried. 
To my surprise, it was in the same spot I had previouly searched but found nothing. There it 
was. ..the metal marker clearly sticking out of the ground. How did I miss it the first time, I do not 
know. Maybe I wasn't intuned with the spirit and was blinded by the ways of the world and failed 
to see. I don't know. 

That is the story on how Alexander Pratt became buried in the Freeman Cemetery, Cherryville, 
Crawford, Missouri, United States. There should be newspaper accounts of his death in the 
Sullivan, Bourbon, Steelville and/or Potosi newspapers. Those newspapers are kept at the 
Missouri Historical Society in Cloumbia, Missouri and I had to travel to Columbia to get to read

21 June 1982 Story about the death of Alexander Pratt 

In 1982, I used to travel throughout the middle portion of Missouri tracking down 
ancestors and related families. One such family was Thomas Livey and Polina 
(PRATT) Callahan family; Alexander's daughter who had lived in Cheryville, Osage 
Twp, Crawford, Missouri for many years and had children who still lived in that area. 
One such child was Fred C. Callahan born 4 July 1907 in Cherryville, Osage Twp, 
Crawford, Missouri, United States and died 29 January 1992 at Rolla, Phelps, 
Missouri, United States. 

After receiving a reply to my newspaper advertisement looking for Alexander Pratt's 
grave from Elsie Conaway, who told me where the gravesite was located, I started to 
contact the Callahan family and drove to Cherryville to visit Fred Callahan on 21 June 
1982. He related the following story to me about his grandpa.. .Alexander Pratt. 
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When Fred was a little boy.. .about 5 years old, Grandpa Alex (Alexander R. Pratt) came 
to visit his Mom and Dad (Una & Tom Callahan) who lived near Cherryville, Missouri. 
Little Freddie used to "pick" on his Grandpa by climbing on him and playing with him 
like little grandchildren do with their grandpa. [I know from personal experience that my 
grandchildren; Brian and Jacob love to wrestle with me and get me down on the floor 
and climb on top of me and "beat me up". I've watched my father play with his great- 
grandchildren the same way.] 

One day, Grandpa Alex was rockin' in a rockin' chair by the fireplace chewin' tobacco, 
when little Freddie ran into the kitchen where his mother was cookin' and said 
"Momma, sumptins wrong with Grandpa", Lin a said, " You quit pickin' on Grandpa 
or I'll box your ears." They went into the front room and Lina found that Alex Pratt had 
died of a heart attack in his rocking chair. He was 79. This happened in 1912. Unknown 
if it was in the earlier part of the year or the winter months of the year. 

Fred told me because the roads were slick with ice from an ice storm, they couldn't get 
the wagon with Alexander's body up the hills to take him back to his home in Sullivan to 
be buried, so they buried him in the Freeman Cemetery outside of Cherryville, Missouri. 
[I have driven' those roads at Cherryville and they are extremely steep and even hard to 
drive up them when the road is clear let alone when there is snow or sleet on the 
highway.] 

Carac Pratt, Alex's son from his second marriage, put a small metal marker at the 
grave site in 1975, which was still there when I visited the grave in 1982. Luckily, I took 
a picture of that metal placque because I have now been told that someone took the 
placque from the cemetery and it is missing. This is a drawing of where he is buried. It 
is now 2008, so I am trying to remember from my 1982 visit.

His gravesite was about 3 or 4 in from the back fence towards the gate. I had made 2 
attempts to find his grave. I had ridin' my motorcyle from Springfield, Missouri where I 
was living and operating an insurance agency. 

On my first visit I walked all over the cemetery and found nothing. I had left the radio on 
the motorcycle and it was playing "rock" music and I was not in tune with the spirit and I 
was unsuccessful. There was a spot that I felt a strange feeling come over me but I 
didn't know why, there was nothing there. 

On my second trip on a different day, this time, I left the radio off and Elsie Conaway 
came with me and showed me where he was buried. To my surprise, it was in the same 
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spot I had previouly searched but found nothing. There it was. ..the metal marker clearly 
sticking out of the ground. How did I miss it the first time? I do not know. Maybe I wasn't 
intune with the spirit and was blinded by the ways of the world and failed to see. I don't 
know. 

That is the story on how Alexander Pratt became buried in the Freeman Cemetery, 
Cherryville, Crawford, Missouri, United States. There should be newspaper accounts of 
his death in the Sullivan, Bourbon, Steelville and/or Potosi newspapers. Those 
newspapers are kept at the State Historical Society in Cloumbia, Missouri and I had to 
travel to Columbia to get to read them. Usually I was permitted to have one day 
because I was a working father and had to raise a family at the same time I was trying 
to research my family line. I found some references to the Pratts, Blantons, Carters and 
other families in those papers but time prevented me from doing a thorough research.

My interview with Fred in 1982 

Part of the above story that I had not related to the reader was my interview with Fred 
Callahan. Not only did I get information about Alexander Pratt but I asked Fred about 
his personal history. He related his story concerning his 4 wives but when it came to the 
dates and places, he had a poor memory and could not relate all the facts. Future family 
hisotry researchers are going to have to dig into the marriage books and records to 
verify and document marriages, divorces, dates, locations, spouses, including children 
of Fred's in order to complete his Cradle to Grave Profile. I have used what records are 
available up to 2013 taking me a whole day to reseerch, discover and compile all his 
spouses and a lesser individual would not have taken the time. At this point, I know 
more about Fred and his 4 wives than anyone alive but a field trip is going to be 
required in order to get those dates from those Crawford County Courthouse Records.

Back in the early 1990's Bonnie and I were attending the Pratt-Graddy family reunion in 
Bourbon, Missouri. They always held the reunion on the 2nd Saturday of each September. 

After much coaxing, I was able to convince Dad, Uncle Jim and Aunt Edith to take me to 
Henry Winslow Pratt's cabin location on Crows Creek. I had never been there and after all 
these years I now knew some history of that property. I wanted to research the property and 
surroundings taking pictures for future posterity. 

So, with about 15 to 20 people, piled into several cars, we drove out of Bourbon to Sullivan 
took Highway D to Sappington Road and drove down to Thickey Ford Road near Greens 
Branch creek.. .I think. I think we had to cross Greens Branch to get to the cabin's location 
because there were no roads into the property. 

When we got to the section where Thickey Ford Road makes a sharp left, the dirt road 
continued straight on down the hill... but, at the entrance of someone's property there was a 
padlocked gate so, we had to park our cars up by the gate and walk to the creek. 

We walked down the hill towards the creek about 1 00 yards and when we got to the creek, 
the 2 wheeled road drove right into the creek and up the other side. You've seen those 
roads, where you have weeds and grass growing up in-between where the wheels drove. 
The creek was about 30 feet wide but not very deep. 

It had rained the night before and the creek was up to about our knees-waist and it was 
flowing rather quickly and it was cold. 

I was excited about being able to see the cabin location that Columbus Francis Missey had 
owned and gave to Henry & wife; Mary Laura Magdalene ( MISSEY) Pratt family. 

Uncle Jim knew the most about the location and said that when they were little, he and his 
brothers used to visit the cabin before it burned down. Now all that was left was a rock 
foundation and maybe a chimney. He said he would like to take a metal detector and look 
for old coins around the cabin. 

I was of course, gung ho! And ready to wade the creek but the rest being of older years, 
feigned off and I did not get to cross the creek and walk to the Pratt family home site. Uncle 
Jim said it was quite a ways up the hill. 

So, my fellow readers, cousins, brothers, nieces, nephews, grandchildren and children I can 
not give you an exact location or my impressions of the area.. .maybe one day, you may get 
to visit it. 

Besides my 30-year insurance career, I also held two real estate licenses; one for Gundaker 
Realty in St. Charles, Missouri (about 1992-1993) and one for All Aces Century 21 Real 
Estate Company in Bradenton, Florida (1995-1996).

One of the purposes of getting a real estate license besides making money-selling 
properties was to teach myself how to read maps. This has come in handy when reading 
deed records and looking for ancestor's property. 

In the C2G Profile of Frangois Columbier Columbus "Lum" Misse, I list the exact location of 
that property he bought on Crows Creek in 1890. 

That property he lived at from 1 890 to 1 91 1 , when Henry & family moved in, I guess it 
became too much for Lum, because the Sullivan Sentinel newspaper article on 3 November 
191 1 said Lum was moving to Bourbon, Missouri. 

I imagine Lum's second wife; Mary Lavina (CAUFIELD) Missey may not have liked being 
crammed into a small cabin with Henry's large family. 

He left Henry and Mary the house on Crow's Creek and Lum and wife moved to Bourbon 
where Lum died on 26 April 1916. 

So, there you have it, one of my disappointments of life. ..locating the cabin where my 2nd 
great grandfather; Frangois Columbier Columbus "Lum" Misse (Lum) lived and owned, 
where my great grandfather Henry Winslow Pratt (Win) lived and died (1914) and where my 
grandfather; Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt (Lum) was born (1896).

There was also a John Pratt family whose descendants spread into northern Crawford 
County. This family came from Tennessee, but if related to the Alex Pratt family, it is not 
known. John A. Blanton of Sullivan married Sarah (PRATT) of this family. There were two 
other wives. 

The 1850 census, always unsatisfactory, especially in giving initials instead of given names 
of member of the families, lists a Pratt family in Crawford County at this date as follows: 
"J. Pratt, age 23, b. in Ohio, and his wife, R. Pratt, aged 20, b. in N.C. " and their two 
sons:N.C. aged 3 and J.M. aged one both here. " (end of article) 

This is the entirety of the text. However it is riddled with errors. When John McCormick was 
gathering information for his book, he sent letters to all the surnames he could find in the 
Crawford, Washington, Franklin county areas. One of these letters came to Floyd Theodore 
Pratt, my father. 

Dad, not knowing a great deal about ancestors sent a copy of the letter to Rue Flavilla 
(JOHNSON) Pratt his mother; my grandmother. She wrote what she knew on letter paper 
about the Pratt, Johnson and allied families and sent it back to Dad in Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota where we lived in 1 961 . Dad added his comments to the information and sent all he 
knew with Grandmother's information and sent it to Mr. McCormick. Without my 
grandmother's effort there would have been no reference to the Pratt's let alone related 
families. 

Concerning the validity of the information, as you know by now Alexander R. Pratt was born 
in Monroe County, Tennessee in 1831-1832. After a forced march on the "Trail of Tears" 
with his family, Henry and Nancy (CARTER) Pratt jumped trail in Crawford County, 
Missouri and by the 1840 census had settled in Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri. 

After some time Henry and family settled in what is now called the Hamilton Hollow area of 
the Johnson Township of Washington County, Missouri. 

In 1856 Alexander 1st married Mary (KIMBERLIN) daughter of Rhinard & Frances Jane 
(PETERS) Kimberlin(g). Alexander and Mary had 8 children; (1) Mary Ellen ( PRATT) 
married James Franklin Studdard; (2) Michael Pratt died young; (3) Stonewall Jackson Pratt 
married Mary Louise (TAYLOR); (4) Frances "Fannie" Minerva ( PRATT) 1st married 
Jackman Whiteside, 2nd David McDonald Campbell; (5) Polina "Una" ( PRATT) married 
Thomas Livey Callahan; (6) Henry Winslow Pratt married Laura Mary Magdalene 
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(MISSEY); (7) Rhinehart "Rinard" Pratt never married; (8) Minnie ( PRATT) married 
George William Richter. 

On 20 August 1885, Alexander Pratt married 2nd; Catherine Adaline ( DUGAN) they had 
2 children; (1) Carac Francis Pratt married Olivea Jane ( JARVIS); (2) Cleveland Pratt 
died young. It appears Catherine ( DUGAN) Pratt died in childbirth in 1892. 

Even though John McCormick's article was full or errors, written back in 1970, it gave me a 
roadmap to verify and validate the information I discovered about the Pratt family.. .thank you, 
John McCormick...good job, well done.

1980's Family Story 

Sometime in the 1980's, Ethel Isgriggs told me the story about Winslow and Columbus 
having an argument over cutting firewood. The story goes that "Win" told his son "Lum" to 
cut some firewood. Lum refused and Win told him he would have whip him if he didn't obey. 
Lum still refused and Win and Lum started to fight and brawl until Win won and Lum cut the 
firewood. The amazing thing about this story is Lum was around 14 to 16 years old. Win was 
in his 40's! 

Ethel also said the Pratt's were hard cases and rough people.They were also financially 
poor. This hard case characteristic in their personality is a carryover from their "Trail of 
Tears" heritage and Cherokee culture when life was rough and survival was the order of the 
day. Hard times required hard men and the Pratt's took second seat to none. 

This had it's positive influence and negative influence. The positive was that the Pratts were 
taught to stand on their own two feet and be accountable for their actions. This led to 
independence and strength. The negative result was a lack of ability to love unconditionally 
or to express their affections. Without our dear wives teaching us to even the scales of 
justice with love, we Pratts could not be the loving husbands and fathers that we are today.

Arthur Pratt was born on January 2, 1902 and died on May 7,1961. He married (1) Hazel 
Belle Stall of Kansas City, and then (2) married Mrs. Beulah Cross of Detroit, Ml. There were 
no children born to either union. 
Mary died young and is buried at Harrison Cemetery. 

Ruth was born on August 8, 1904 and died on September 26, 1961, She married Allan 
Graddy of Coffeyton, on October 23, 1919, All 14 of their children attended Forest Hill 
School. Their children were: Dorothy who married Ernest Wilaker; Mildred married Allie 
Hurst; Bill who married Parline Davis; Harold who married a Mick, first name not know; Hilda 
who married PEarl Phillips; Ed married Cathleen Reeves; Evelyn who the A. Schmidt; Ben 
who married Evelyn Vayless; Don who married Faye Broy; Hazel married Ronnie Pennock; 
Dean married Pearl ?; Cecil married Rose Mary Madison; Betty married Leo Mayberry; and 
Ronnie who married Kathy McMillian. 

Orville married Olive Mellow. Three children were bom to this union. They lived in Kansas 

City. Their and children were Orville, Jr., Kenneth, and Kathleen. 

There was also a John Pratt family whose descendants spread into northern Crawford 

County. This family came from Tennessee, but if realted to the Alex Pratt family, it is not 

known. John A. Blanton of Sullivan, married Sarah Pratt of this family. There were two other 

wives. 

The 1850 census, always unsatisfactory, especially in giving initials instead of given anmes 
of member of families, lists a Pratt family in Crawford County at this date as follows: "I J 
Pratt, age 23, born in Ohio, and his wife, R. Pratt, age 20, born in North Carolina and their 
two sons: N C aged 3, and J M aged one, both were born here. " (end of article) 

[This is what happens when people take other people's information without research or 
collboration. As you probably already have seen the simularities between the John 
McCormick book and the above information Harry Wrote in this article. When Harry was 
alive in 1990's I visited him at his home in Leasburg and he gave me many newspaper 
articles about the people of Crawford County. I have those in my collection of family artifacts.

Harry speaks of another J. Pratt in the 1850 census but I have not been able to connect him 
to the above Pratts.

Why did Alexander R. & Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt name one of their sons; Henry Winslow 
Pratt?

The name Winslow is so unusual it is hard to determine where it came from. I can find no 
references or articles to famous people carrying that name circa 1860's or around the time 
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of Henry Winslow Pratt's birth (1869). I can not find any family member in the Pratt,Carter, 
Blanton or Kimberlin lines that carried the Winslow name. However, there is a long shot I 
found through my research efforts, that may have a clue to the origin of the name. 

David Jackson Staples married Mary Pratt (WINSLOW) in Boston, Massachusetts in 
1 848. This was the same year that gold had been discovered on the American River in 
California. David decided he had to go west to seek his fortune and with 25 men, including 
Mary's brother George Winslow from Newton, Massachusetts and her Uncle Jesse Winslow 
and others, formed the Boston-Newton Joint Stock Association. 

In 1848 and with the intent of going to California to participate in the gold rush, David 
Staples kept a journal of the trip. Traveling by train and lake steamer they reached Ohio 
without incident. After reaching Cairo, Illinois by April 27th and heading north to Saint Louis 
(City) for provisions, the party was spurred on by a cholera epidemic in St. Louis and left for 
Independence, Missouri by paddleboat up the Missouri River. 

On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the 
wet prairie, a party". ...returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera ." 
Who this was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George 
Winslow died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California 
and in 1 862 was one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San 
Francisco . 

Presumptive Conclusions 

The following questions and assumptions are based on several coincidences from the 
David Jackson Staples story. These queries are meant to provoke contemplation and 
engage the reader into action, so someone, somewhere will desire to invesigate and find 
the answers. 

(1) Could the Mary Pratt (WINSLOW) from Newton, Massachusetts, that married David 
Staples have been a relative of Alexander or one of the other Pratts? 

(2) Was Alexander Pratt familiar with the Boston Pratts? 

(3) When the Staples party left St. Louis by paddleboat, they probably traveled the Missouri 
River. 

(4) They may have stopped at Hannibal, Missouri for provisions. Hannibal is not far from our 
Pratts in Crawford County. 

(5) Did the Staples-Winslow party stop and visit with the Pratts from Crawford County, 
Missouri? 

(6) One thing is known. ..Alexander Pratt went to the California gold fields in 1848-1849. This 
story was passed down by Alexander to his son; Carac who told his son; Orville, who told 
me in the 1980's before he died about Alex making the trip to California. 

(7) I have always speculated that if Alexander went west in 1 848 to California for gold, he 
didn't go alone. I believe some of his brother's and maybe his father; Henry Pratt 
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accompanied him. 

(8) Let's take this one step further, could Henry & Alexander and his brothers have hooked 
up with the David Staples party when they were going through Missouri at about the same 
time? 

(9) Could Henry Pratt, who we know was alive in 1842, could he have died on the trail out 
west? His wife, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt is a widow by the 8 October 1850 census date. 
After 35 years of researching, we still do not know where or when Henry Pratt died. 

(1 0) David Staples' Journal says that " a party of their group lost a husband father and 
friend due to the cholera epidemic and returned". Could this have been Henry Pratt who 
died on the trail and his sons returned home to Crawford County, Missouri? 

(11) Alexander is in the 1 850 census with his mother and brothers. Why didn't he continue 
his westward trek to the gold fields of California? What would force him to return 
prematurely? Maybe the death of their father? 

(12) Did Alexander's association with the Staples and Winslow men on the trail create an 
impression on Alexander, that in 1869 he named one of his sons-Henry after his 
grandfather and Winslow after his good friend George Winslow of Newton, Massachusetts? 

(13) Alexander's son; Stonewall Jackson Pratt after reaching adulthood, dropped the 
"Stonewall" and took the middle name of "Newton". All the while he was alive in Columbia, 
Missouri since his adult life he was known as Jackson "Jack" Newton Pratt. Where did he 
get the name of Newton? From Newton, Massachusetts? 

(14) Henry Winslow Pratt named one of his sons, Jesse Lee Pratt in 1894. I can find no 
previous references to the name Jesse in the Pratt, Kimberlin, Missey families other than 
Carter family which I am sure they, meaning Henry Winslow Pratt, was not aware of.. Jesse 
Carter Sr. his great-grandfather. The Pratts did not have any written record of their family 
history so I am sure Jesse Carter Sr. was unknown to them. I think Henry Winslow Pratt 
named Jesse Pratt after Jesse Winslow from Newton, Massachusetts, who accompanied 
his father, Alex and David Stapes westward to California. 

(15) Once again Boston, Massachusetts pops up in my research. If the above hypothesis 
has any creditability, then maybe there was something to my great Aunt Eula's story about 
one of Jackson Pratt's boys stealing some Boston deeds from Laura ( MISSEY) Pratt in 

the late 1920's or early 1930's. More on that story can be found in my article, "Who Stole the 
Deeds?" Should be noted that many older family members retold the stolen deed 
story to me, not just my great Eula Viola (RICHARDSON) Pratt. 

I have a book titled " Still Flying and Nailed to the Mast ". The First Hundred Years of 
the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, by William Bronson, © 1963 by Doubleday & 
Company, Ins. Garden City, New York. This book gives an accounting of some of the 
journals of David Staples and the hardships they faced on their journey to California from 
Boston. 

When my father was in the insurance business and owned his own agency, he contracted 
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with Fireman's Fund Insurance Company as an agent (around 1969) and they gave him this 
book. He later gave me the book. Little did I know the mysteries I would find concerning the 
Staples, Winslow and Pratt families within its pages. I found it strange that the founder of the 
Fireman's Fund Insurance Company had married Mary Pratt (WINSLOW). I realize 
without more collaborating evidence, the above hypothesis is purely speculation. In any case 
there are some coincidences that can not be overlooked. -Floyd Thomas Pratt 2009 

In any case, in the Crawford County area, Henry Winslow Pratt was known by his 
contemporaries as "Win" Pratt. 

My Mission Statement

The above information has taken 35 years to track down, collect, aquire and accumulate.

I traveled in pursuit of the truth from coast to coast, we have been to Washington D.C. to the 
Library of Congress, the Library of the Daughters of the American Revolution and the 
National Archives to name a few places. 

I have sat in the chairs of Senators of Congress and seen the great hall, have picked up 
from the dirt a hand made nail in Spotsylvania, Virginia from my wife's family ancestral 
homestead.

Feeling, the struggle of the Pratts as they marched in the cold, without means and food to 
march over 800 miles to a strange land that they did not want to go to. Because of their 
Cherokee heritage, they were denied the rights of other men, to vote, to own land and to 
prosper as white men prospered. 

Hiding in the caves of Johnson Township, Washington County, Missouri, from the US Army 
so they would not be forced to go to Indian territory, the Cave they hid in is now named Pratt 
Cave by the Army Corps of Engineers. 

Henry and sons, building a log cabin on the bluff overlooking Pratt Spring, while white men 
like Absalom Blanton who married Henry's sister Cynthia, a Cherokee princess, was able to 
buy land and develope a mining operation and built a manison in what used to be called 
Blanton Hollow is now known as Hamiton Hollow. 

Living in fear of the government, Henry and family scratched a meek meager existance as 
did other natives in the region. Eventually, their sons and daughters had children who 
attended schools and became properous. Leaving a proud legacy for future generations. 

I climbed the hills to see Blanton Cemetery and on the other hill, Hamilton Cemetery and 
found the unmarked graves of many of my ancestors. Many indentations of a burial site with 
a rock or a mason glass jar as a headstone, with artifacts inside, as was Cherokee custom. 

So, remember my reader, while you bask in your proud heritage of your pioneer ancestors, 
remember.. .they walked over the bones of my native ancestors to get where they were 
going. Since my Pratts are only one line, I am a man in conflict, because the rest of my 
ancestors were those Euroupean pioneers. 

Do I have any 
regrets, none, just wish I had more time on this earth to continue more research and find the 
answers to some intriguing questions.

"Meet Me in St. Louis, Louis", better known as just Meet Me in St. Louis, was a 
popular song from 1904 which celebrated the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, i.e., 
the St. Louis World's Fair.

The song is based on the "Caisson Song" written by field artillery (later Brigadier 
General) Edmund L. Gruber, Lieutenant William Bryden, and Lieutenant (later Major 
General) Robert Danford while stationed at Fort Stotsenburg in the Philippines in 
March 1908. The tune quickly became popular in field artillery units. In 1917 the 
Secretary of the Navy and Army Lieutenant George Friedlander of the 306th Field 
Artillery asked John Philip Sousa to create a march using the "Caisson Song." 
Sousa changed the key, harmony, and rhythm and renamed it "U.S. Field Artillery." 
The recording sold 750,000 copies. Sousa didn't know who had written the song and 
had been told that it dated back to the Civil War. Although an Army magazine claims 
that Sousa passed on his royalties to Gruber other sources state that Gruber 
became involved in a prolonged legal battle to recover the rights to music he had 
written and that had been lifted (unknowingly or not) by Sousa and widely sold by 
sheet music publishers who reaped profits while Gruber received nothing. The music 
became so popular that it was also used in radio ads by firms such as the Hoover 
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Vacuum Company. Gruber lost his battle in the courts. They ruled that he had waited 
too long to complain and that his music was by that time in the public domain. "The 
Caisson Song" was never designated as the official U.S.Army song likely because 
the lyrics were too closely identified with the field artillery and not the entire army. The 
official song retains Gruber's music, but with re-written lyrics.

As a 
stonemason, he is responsible for building most of the fireplaces and many of the 
stone retaining walls that are still standing in the city of Bourbon to this day. 
My father took me to several of the houses, barns, chimneys and retaining walls 
which he built and as a credit to his skill, engineering and professionalism, with less 
than a grade school education, these structures are still standing and functioning 
after almost after 70 years. 

He was a disciplined man and he helped built character in his children. Those hard 
times required discipline and hard work to get through the depression years. 
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He professed a belief in the Savior before he died and has been greatly missed all 
these years.

Even 
though Columbus is shown in the 1940 census as head of the house, it was actually 
owned by his father-in-law; James Millard Johnson Sr. As explained above, Chester 
and Edith lived upstairs and had seperate cooking facilities and would cook great 
meals that other members of the house would smell and envy.

Ed Missey at Potosi, Mo 
might know more If he wants to write to him.

Chester and John Beckett went fishing and caught some good catfish. Edith brought me 
over some and I am frying them for my supper. 

Ruth Graddy is in Columbia Hospital again they don't think she can live long. Charlie is 
home from the hospital but has to be awful careful he can't do anything, [page 3] 
Henry Winslow Pratt married Laura M. Missey children - Columbus, Jess, Allan, Virgil, 
Arthur, Mary, Ruth, Orville. (Deceased Columbus, Allan, Arthur, Mary.) Jess lives near 
Leasburg, Virgil lives at Bourbon, Orville at Kansas City, (Ruth Graddy is very low with 
cancer at Cancer Hospital at Columbia.) 

married William Barton & Harriet King children- William, Alonzo, Docia (Barton) 
Johnson, She married James M. Johnson who lived in around Bourbon. He was in the 
Mercantile business most of the time after he married. Their children- Claud, Glenn, 
Lee, Joy, Rue, and Millard Jr. (Deceased Claud and Glenn.) Lee lives in Mosquero, 
N.M. Joy married Chas T. Record of Anthony's Mill son of Thomas and Melzina Record. 
They live in Leasburg now. 

Rue married Columbus B. Pratt son of Henry Winslow & Laura Pratt in 1919 their 
children, Edith (Pratt) Skaggs of Bourbon, Carl of St. Louis, Roy of near Steelville, Floyd 
of Sioux [page 4] Falls, South Dakota and James of California. These children were 
all born and raised in and around Bourbon.

Shanklin Memorial Trusts Funeral Plan 

Rue Pratt bought a Memorial Trust Plan from Shanklin Memorial Trusts. The plan 
was $1202 the Shanklin Trust knocked off $202 and Grandmother Rue paid $40 cash 
and $1 0 check. Apparently, she was not able to keep up the $1 3.50 a month payment 
beginning 5 October 1966. She was concerned that she would be a burden on her 
children upon her death and as is apparent in her letters she tried to take care of herself 
but sometimes she needed help. Since Lum died in 1947, she has been alone taking 
care of herself with assistance from her children, mostly Edith & Chester. She is a 
strong and remarkable woman. 1 September 1966

Dear children :-Well as I don't have anything to do but set and listen to this talking 
machine is going and can't be shut off and it is a broken record because it keeps 
repeating all the time. Orville and Marie were here to see me last Sunday eve, they were 
on their way home from Bourbon. They live up at the lake of Ozarks. He wants me to go 
to the family reunion in July but I don't think I will. I sure did enjoy the ride we taken while 
you were up here. Edith was here twice this week. I got a boquet of Red Carnations in a 
big vase for Mother's Day from Roy and Bernice and your card thanks for remembering 
me on Mother's day. I also got a new duster. (Iguess that is what you call them a dreww 
anyway) from Edith, three dollars from Jim and Juanita, $5.00 from Carl and [page 2] 
Mary. I taken the $5.00 from them and $2.50 of Jim's money and got me a permanent it 
cost $7.50. 

Has Tom and Mary got a late picture of the baby if they have tell them to send me one. 
What is Roy and Berniece address send it to me so I can write and thank them for the 
flowers. 

We have to go to bed at 7:30 the sun still shinning. I generally get afterwards and set up 
a while. Of course Betty (the talking machine) don't go to bed until 1 1 o'clock. Well I will 
close as it is 7:30 ans soon. Love Mother [end] 

12 July 1970 Letter 

[page 1] Rolla, Mo July 12, 1970 

Dear Son:-l stayed up here from church this afternoon. I thought sure you or Jim would 
come and see me, but no you can't be bothered. I have sttod this just as long as I can. 
Edith won't listen to me, but there are two more nursing home starting in Bourbon. As 
many homes as there are in Bourbon but no I am stuck off in Rolla where my folks can't 
come see me you helped get me [page 2] up here, now help get me out of here and 
down to Bourbon were all my folks and friends can come to see me and I will know what 
is going on down there. Two women in this room smokes all the time and works on 
Sunday just the same as any other day. One curses and talks all the time, when no one 
listens she talks to her self. 

Now if you boys don't get a hold of Edith and see that they cant find me [page 3] a 
place in Bourbon I am going to disown you all. I set here and want to cry all the time. I 
am piecing quilts but they treat us so dirty I don't feel like doing that. I don't care what a 
place you find for me I will live in a hog house just so it is in Bourbon so I could see Joy 
and Eula. Eula wrote and said there was a home putting up between Bourbon and 
Sullivan, there is where I would like[page 4] to be now please do something I have 
not long to live and let me have my last request (back in Bourbon) your mother Rue Pratt 
[end] 
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6 September 1970 Letter 

[page 1] Rolla, MO Sept. 6, 1970 

Dear Children :-What has become of you, I haven't seen you folks for so long. Did you 
sell your place (cabin). I have been looking for you folk out for so long. Carl, Mary and 4 
children were out last Sunday morn. They sent me $10.00 not very long ago then they 
wanted to buy a quilt top but I never had any[page 2] finished and Mary gave me 
$30.00 then 2 quarters before they left. John is in the coast guards and was home 
waiting for an assignment. I got moved from 3 wing up on 3 floor I have a nice place and 
can look out and see the birds and Squirrel, and can watch the reays come up and be 
carried out to everyone and the bunch comes in here and sets and talks while [page 3] 
they wait on some more trays to come up. I have a sewing machine to sew on but I 
am having so much trouble with my back and head and eyes. O yest I forgot to tell you 
they have a yard out side where they bring the men out and I can watch them. (Ha Ha) 
They taken me over to have my eyes tested last Thursday, I thought they were going to 
fit me up for new [page 4] glasses but they just told me to go and be fitted up for 
glasses and go to a Doctor for a physical examination. Has Mike ever got married yet 
or is he going to school or working someplace. I haven't heard from Tom and Mary 
since they were here to see me long time ago. Well I must close answer and tell me all 
about everybody. Love Mother [end]

Mary, 

OH YES!!!!!!!!! It started out as McFarland Hospital and then to a nursing home. You 
never wanted to go there. That was the worst place, but some people had no other 
place to go when they got old or sick. I will try and tell you where it was: On Hwy 63 & 
Pine street (the corner) there a rock house there now, (on the south side) next to the 
campus book store. Behind the rock house was the hospital, where Vessel fitness 
center is now. I don't know if there was a street name at that time, and I don't know if 
there is street name now. I know that Gene McFarland is off this family and he might 
know more then I. My husband was in the hospital in 1945, when his great uncle was 
dying Bill's mother was always taking care of someone and this was Bill's dad side. She 
should been a doctor. You haven't been sending me any more querries. I know we have 
really slowed down for the holidays and it happens every year. Then spring hits. We now 
have a new mico reader printer, we went ahead and got it, left us with very little money 
to work with, but we needed that machine. Sheila [end] 
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[This is the same nursing home that Grandmother Rue stayed in when she was housed 
in Rolla. I asked Dad and he said yes, his mother used to tell them that she was 
unconfortable being in the same hospital/nursing home that daughter; Nadine had died 
in. Floyd Thomas Pratt] 

In Memoriam to Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) Pratt 

I knew Grandma Rue (JOHNSON) Pratt very well. I used to stay with her when I 
was a small boy. I can remember she was one of the best cooks in the world. She made 
blackberry cobbler the best I have ever tasted. We used to go on trips to her house 
when we lived in Saint Louis and the whole family, Dad, Mom and us kids and grandma 
would go out into the country on some dirt road around Bourbon and pick blackberries 
on the side of the road. The bushes grew wild.. I ate more than I picked. 

Grandma Rue possessed a strong character with a righteous sense of good. She read 
the bible and attended the Pentecostal Church in Bourbon and played the piano or 
organ when called upon to do so. Later she changed to the Bourbon Assembly of God 
Church in Bourbon. 

As a young boy always getting in trouble, she would defend me from my Dad when I 
would do something wrong and would say "Ted, you leave him alone." I used to run to 
her and hide behind her and she protected me from punishment from my Dad. 
Sometimes I would climb up on her lap and lay my head on her shoulder and just feel 
safe and comforted. I know I probably deserved the punishment but as small child I 
could get sympathy from her and enjoyed the attention and loved every minute of her 
protection. I remember giggling and laughing because I thought I was getting away with 
something. 

When I was young, I can remember her going with us on trips to the zoo in Saint Louis 
and the Missouri State Capitol in Jefferson City, Missouri. 

When I became a grown man with a family of my own, I used to bring my family out to 
Bourbon from Saint Louis to visit with her. She would give them the same unconditional 
love that she had always given me. 

I remember one time she told me that as a little girl she took the train from Bourbon to 
Saint Louis to see the 1 904 World's Fair. She said her Daddy bought her a new pair of 
shoes for the trip. She told me that the Johnson's were merchants and businessmen 
and well-to-do before the great depression. [This I have verified through research on the 
Johnson family.] 

She was born of upper middle class stock and I don't know what she saw in a poor 
Missouri dirt farmer and war hero; named Columbus Benjamin "Lum" Alexander Pratt. 
She was probably taken over by the famous Pratt charm, that I have found all us Pratt 
boys possess. However, fortunate for us Lum and Rue married and raised our parents. 

Her Johnson brothers didn't approve of the marriage and gave Grandma Rue a hard 
time. In fact it has been said that they didn't have much to do with her for a long time 
because of her spousal choice. Rue, being a woman of strong character overcame her 
brother's objections and prejudices and raised good children that are well respected 
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and loved by those who know them. 

Not all the Johnsons were against her, because her father, Judge James Millard 
Johnson Sr. let Lum and her after they wre married, stay at the Johnson house on Blue 
Springs Road and Walnut Street until Millard died in 1941 . Dad says that Lon Barton 
either bought that house or inherited it and charged the Pratt family for rent, $8 dollars a 
month while they lived there. 

I can remember attending Sunday School with Grandma Rue at Bourbon at the Old 
Penecostal Church and feeling a sense of love from the people I met. 

We picnicked and swam in the Blue Springs Creek and was scared when we crossed 
the infamous two wheeled Hog-Trough Bridge. If any of you remember that bridge, it 
was a nightmare. This bridge expanded the Meramec River with two small lanes that 
barely fit the wheels of the vehicle you were driving. Between the lanes was an opening 
where you could see the river flowing. There were only a few supports and the bridge 
was only about 1 to 2 feet above the river, mostly 1 feet or less. In some places, the 
water came right up onto the lanes and flowed over the wooden bridge. After a storm, in 
high water, the bridge disappeared under the river. As you drove over the bridge it 
would creak and crack and groan from the weight of the vehicle and always scared me 
to death. I think they have closed it now due to its unsafe condition. 

Rue was an overflowing fountain of knowledge and stories of the past but being a child, I 
thought as a child and was too busy to listen or be interested. 

One day when she was at the Rolla Nursing Home, I asked her why she named my 
father.. .Floyd. She said that during the great depression the Pratt family like others were 
in hard times and there wasn't much money for food and supplies. The grocer in 
Bourbon would give the family credit and would go out of his way to help the family. She 
said his name was Floyd and so to honor his kindness and generosity she named one 
of her sons after him. 

After hearing that story, what used to be an unusual name, which I always disliked, I now 
wear with pride in honor of a man whose kindness and generosity helped families in 
time of need. 

Now that she has passed over, I don't feel an acute sense of loss because I took 
advantage of the opportunity to fellowship and get to know her while she was here. I felt 
helplessness and cried because of the unhappiness and pain she suffered in her latter 
years from a body stricken with disease. When she passed on, I was happy that she 
would no longer suffer as she had. 

I am glad her spirit is co-mingling with her father, mother, brothers, sisters and children 
and delight in the knowledge that she is fellowshiping in the presence of our Heavenly 
Father. I am thankful for the privilege of her association and because of that 
association, my life has been enriched with her acts of kindness and loving memories. 
This family history legacy I have compiled and leave behind is my way of honoring her 
for her unconditional love she offered everyone. I rejoice in the knowledge that I will one 
day fellowship with all the ancients and especially Grandmother Rue. To me, she will 
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always be a rare star in the cluster of our Heavenly Father's heaven. -- Floyd Thomas

When Grandmother Rue died, my family and I attended her funeral at her Assembly of 
God Church in Bourbon, Missouri. The pastor of the church was new to the 
congregation and area and since Grandmother Rue had been in a nursing home for 
several years, he didn't know her at all. Instead of asking if anyone would like to say a 
few words about her, no one who knew her was allowed to speak. In retrospect, I guess I 
should have forced their hand and said a few words. Aunt Edith and Uncle Chester were 
on vacation in the state of Washington and were traveling by motor home, so they 
missed the funeral. Otherwise, Dad, Uncle Jim, Uncle Carl and Uncle Roy and their 
families were in attendence and many friends who had known her. After her interment in 
the Bourbon Cemetery, we all went across I-44 and had lunch at a local resturant and 
that's when Crystal said her famous line to Uncle Jim. As we were sitting there, Uncle 
Jim was sitting across from us at the table and I turned to Crystal; my 5 year old 
daughter and said, "That's your Great Uncle Jim" pointing my finger towards him. She 
pondered the statement for a minute and with an innocent query, looked him straight in 
the eye and said, "What makes you so great?" Uncle Jim and I were both startled and 
caught off guard and he said, "Because I just am." Satisfied, she focused her attention 
on something, else. But Uncle Jim and I got a big laugh from that because it caught us 
both off guard and. ..it was a good question!

Letter to My Children (no date) 

Dear Children, 

I am sorry that I can't find time to talk with you about things that I have on my heart. We 
live in much too busy a world and our time together are usually so brief we have touched 
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on the subject several times, but I find it difficult to say the things I feel in my heart lest I 
create the impression of being a "meddling" mother or fuddy duddy. However, I do feel 
very concerned about all of you, I dearly love you, I am very proud of all of you. 

There may be nothing particular wrong with taking part in the activities of the world, but 
when it causes you to lose out spiritually or when it crowds out your testimony as a 
Christian, then it can not be the right thing to do. You know the bible says, "what 
fellowship hath right with darkness" and also "come out from among them be ye 
seperate". The truth is they are influencing you, you are not influencing them. There are 
days when we need spiritual strength. 

Moses became a great influence for God because he refused the pleasures and fame 
of Egypt, choosing rather to suffer afflictions with the people of God than to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season. Our responsibilities are not only God-ward but man-ward. 
Our bodies should be presented as a sacrifice to God as a channel thru which he could 
work. The enemy of our soul is very subtle and he has only one objective. ..to devour us, 
he will endeavor to do it by fair means or foul. 

Our love for Christ can cool so gradually that we are scarcely aware of it. I have seen 
this happen so often, they were on fire for God once, now they are let down, nothing but 
wasted years, nothing to look back but regret and can't hardly get a hold of God and feel 
a real peace again. The bible plainly declares that in the last days men shall be lovers of 
pleasure more than lovers of God, and that "because of sin, many shall wax cold. " I 
know you don't want this to happen to you. 

There is no greater joy than to see your children walk in the ways of the Lord. It is also 
true there is no greater sorrow than to see them grow careless and indifferent in their 
love for God. 

You are parents and realize the weight and responsibility that is yours, you need to be 
very consistent and faithful when it comes to your responsibilities to God. Further, your 
example and consistency is influencing your children. 

I have tried to talk to you about these things but I hope and pray I won't say anything 
wrong or in the wrong way or do anything that would discourage you. I have brought you 
up in Sunday school and church. "O, God don't let me fail". I look around in church on 
Sundays and see so many with their children, like I use to do, and look around for my 
own children and grandchildren and wonder where they are. 

These are the best years of your life. In them you should give of your best to him. The 
comming of the Lord can not be far off. The world will not become better, your children 
will have greater temptations to face than you had. They will need to be stronger than 
you have been, much depends upon you as a parent. I have tried to do my best and I am 
hoping and praying the Lord will keep his hand on you and protect you until you find him 
precious to your souls. 

I hope and pray you will understand the spirit in which I write these things. I do not wish in 
any sense criticize you or be censorious, "God forbid", but I do feel a great 
responsibility for your spiritual welfare and would like to steer you by the danger points 
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along the road if possible. I have always been very proud of you. You have never made 
me ashamed. I love you all, Oh so much. Now I have told you the weight I feel, I leave it 
with you. 

I would of talked to you face to face, but find it difficult as I feel it so deeply and cannot 
restrain the tears. You must do as you wish, not to please me, but because you want to 
please the Lord. 

With my prayers and hope to meet you all in heaven and the circle will not be 
broken. ..Love Mother 

[No date on this letter, appears to be the last letter that Grandmother Rue Flavilla 
(JOHNSON) Pratt, wife of Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt wrote. Was given to 
me after Uncle Chester died. Aunt Edith gave it to Dad and he sent it to me. What a 
wonderful and powerful mother's plea to her children to follow the Savior and avoid the 
wicked ways of this world. How humble and loving she was, just as I remember her. If I 
didn't know she was of the Assembly of God faith I would say she was a Latter Day 
Saint because she demonstrates in this letter Latter Day Saint (Mormon) principles and 
doctrine. I love her dearly and miss her, but I know she is waiting in the Celestial 
kingdom with her family and I hope each of MVchildren will heed her words of 
wisdom. I figure she wrote this close to the end of her life after the 1 960's. Love you 
alL.Dad] 

2012 Reminiscing by Floyd Thomas Pratt 9 March 2012 

When I was a young boy, my parents would drive from St. Louis to Bourbon, Missouri to 
visit my Grandmother Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) Pratt. The drive was long and 
tedious so, to pass the time I would play games in the car with my brothers. 

One of those games was to see who could spot the Bourbon water tower first. The 
Bourbon water tower stood 50 or more feet up on steel stilts and could be seen from 
quite a distance down highway route 66. 

Route 66 was a winding road and followed the contours of the landscape as 
characteristic of the gentle rolling hills of Missouri. From St. Louis to Bourbon was a 
long and tiresome drive and the roads were not as good as they are today with the new 
super highways. 

The Bourbon water tower stood on a hill on Route 66, outside of Bourbon, and looked 
like a titan showing the way to Grandmother's house. Seeing the tower was an 
indication that we would be arriving at our destination shortly. 

If we arrived on a Saturday, we would always stay overnight at her home, which was the 
old Johnson house at Walnut and Blue Springs Road and in my later years, was the 
home located across from my Great Uncle Virgil & Great Aunt Eula ( RICHARDSON) 
Pratt's home behind her Pentecostal Church on Blue Springs Road. 

We would all dress up in our Sunday best and attend church with Grandmother Rue and 
she was delighted that she could show off her son and his family to her Bourbon friends 
and family. Since, my parents took great pains to avoid the insides of a church their 
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whole life, then this was amazing that Grandmother Rue could still exercise some form 
of influence over my father and have him agree to attend church with her. 

I remember the inside of the church as small with rows of pews and being very hot in the 
summer. There were many people always in attendance and much excitement with song 
and testimonies. I remember they would pass around the basket for tithing and offerings 
and would hear the murmur from some of the attendees about the amount of money that 
someone gave or failed to give, in any case, this murmuring left an impression on my 
young mind and I always felt that tithe and offerings should be a private thing and not 
open to public scrutiny. 

One of the attendees of the church, besides Great Uncle Virgil and Great Aunt Eula's 
family, was Charles "Charley" Thomas "Champ" & Joy Mildred ( JOHNSON) Record 
family. Uncle Charley and Aunt Joy to me. Now I realize they were my Great Uncle 
Charley and Great Aunt Joy but at the time, being my Grandmother's sister, I always 
called her Aunt Joy, because that's what Dad called her. 

She was a tall thin woman with not much weight on her bones but kind and loving and 
always helpful. Uncle Charley and Aunt Joy lived in a white house next to the church and 
after the main church meeting, the children would disperse to various locations for 
Sunday School lessons and at my age, our group would go to Uncle Charley and Aunt 
Joy's house and we held our lessons in the living room which was spacious. 

Even though Aunt Joy was kind and loving, I can't say that about her husband. ..Charley. 

Uncle Charley was a tall and also thin in stature and as I remember, very dark 
skinned... almost black. As an adult, I now realize why his skin was so dark but at the 
age of 5 or 6, I didn't understand. 

Charley worked for Meramec Caverns as a tour guide and wore a visor on his head, 
you know, the kind of visor that had no top but covered his eyes from the sun. Due to his 
constant exposure to the outdoors, his skin received much sun and he darkened with a 
deep dark suntan. 

Another peculiar thing about Great Uncle Charley... was his hair. His hair was long and 
thick, I would say 4 or 5 inches and coal black and when he put on the visor, the visor 
would push his long hair straight up and would stay like that even after he took his 
visor off!!! 

I remember being at his house one time and he came home from work and with his dark 
skin and white eyes, he took off his visor and his hair was standing straight up. I 
became frightened by this sight and ran to my father for protection. 

Now, in Uncle Charley's defense, he didn't purposely try to scare me but just the sight of 
his dark face, white eyes and long black hair standing straight up on his head, did the 
job. 

After years of association with Charley Record, I started to call him "scare me Charley". 
Apparently, I was describing what I was feeling at that tender age. 
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Every time, I saw him, even with his hat on or hair combed, I called him "scare me 
Charley". That was my name for Charley Record. I remember my father; trying to consol 
me and holding me for protection but I also remember they all got a good laugh out of 
my perceived fear. 

As a child, he looked scary, but now, as I look back on that event, secure in the 
knowledge that it was not intentional and no harm was intended. 

In retrospect, I remember, on several occasions, in my adult life, after beginning my 
family history research in 1975, walking through the Old Record family cemetery located 
on the old Thomas Hargis & Melzena Ann ( PINSON) Record farm, which had 
overgrown with weeds up to my waist and only a few headstones could be read, and 
thinking of "scare me Charley" and the love I now have for him and his family. 

Through the Gospel of Jesus Christ, I have been inspired to do my family history 
research and perform the Temple work necessary to reunite these families. In addition 
to the blessings I receive from my Temple experiences, I get to share with my readers, 
humorous anecdotes concerning some of these wonderful and extraordinary people. 

In a way, I am blessed by my association with them, blessed by performing their temple 
ordinances and blessed in the knowledge that we will all be together again. In other 
words, family history research performed for the right reasons is a win, win situation for 
everybody.

Research Note 

As usual in research, conflicting dates and places are evident in this individual. Since 
his mother stated on 15 June 1900 census he was born November 1894, and Jesse 
was 5 years old at that time then I suppose his mother knew his actual birthdate. 
Therefore, I would believe his mother and father in 1900 and say his birth was 23 
November 1894 even though he used 23 April all his life. His father was living at the 
Blanton mansion at Hamilton Hollow, Johnson Township, Washington, Missouri, United 
States, therefore his statement that he was born in Washington County in the WW1 draft 
registrtion is correct. At that time he filled out the registration card (5 June 1917) he was 
living in Sullivan, MO.

"Meet Me in St. Louis, Louis", better known as just Meet Me in St. Louis, was a 
popular song from 1904 which celebrated the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, i.e., the 
St. Louis World's Fair.

The song is based on the "Caisson Song" written by field artillery (later Brigadier 
General) Edmund L. Gruber, Lieutenant William Bryden, and Lieutenant (later Major 
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General) Robert Danford while stationed at Fort Stotsenburg in the Philippines in March 
1908. The tune quickly became popular in field artillery units. In 1917 the Secretary of 
the Navy and Army Lieutenant George Friedlander of the 306th Field Artillery asked 
John Philip Sousa to create a march using the "Caisson Song." Sousa changed the 
key, harmony, and rhythm and renamed it "U.S. Field Artillery." The recording sold 
750,000 copies. Sousa didn't know who had written the song and had been told that it 
dated back to the Civil War. Although an Army magazine claims that Sousa passed on 
his royalties to Gruber other sources state that Gruber became involved in a prolonged 
legal battle to recover the rights to music he had written and that had been lifted 
(unknowingly or not) by Sousa and widely sold by sheet music publishers who reaped 
profits while Gruber received nothing. The music became so popular that it was also 
used in radio ads by firms such as the Hoover Vacuum Company. Gruber lost his battle 
in the courts. They ruled that he had waited too long to complain and that his music was 
by that time in the public domain. "The Caisson Song" was never designated as the 
official U.S.Army song likely because the lyrics were too closely identified with the field 
artillery and not the entire army. The official song retains Gruber's music, but with re- 
written lyrics.

26. ..when Jessie (COFFMAN) Richardson died. It was a shock to the whole 
community. William suddenly found himself a widower raising 4 children. Orville was 8 
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years old, Eula was 7 years old and Curtis was 5 years old and Earl was 2 years old and 
when their mom died, they also lost their beloved mother. 

When trying times befall upon a family like this, they are sustained by their faith and 
somehow endure. This endurance is a credit to the human character and gives hope to 
those of us who follow. 

Eula grew up around her family, uncle & aunts, brothers and grandparents. As the only 
daughter in the house she learned self reliance very quickly having to take care of three 
brothers and her father. You would have to have a very loving spirit to be able to cope 
with all those boys. 

This hard working, self reliant, independent woman appealed to the rough rugged Virgil 
Ranson Pratt in 1926 when they began courting. Eula was 16 years old and that tall lanky 
Pratt boy must have been handsome.

At one family reunion I explained the reason for this research and was criticized by other 
family members. She told them "Hush, leave him alone", and quoted the biblical account 
of the Savior walking with his disciples, when they came upon other men not of their own 
faith teaching the gospel. The disciples criticized the men for teaching differently than 
what they taught, and the Savior told them to be quiet. He stated that if they are not 
against him then they are for him. 

I was very moved by Great Aunt Eula's defense. I feel her support was from her 
understanding of this important work and I will always think of her with a warm loving 
feeling in my heart. 

I wish I had spent more time with her concerning her life as a child growing up in Patsy 
and the Bourbon community. However, what always gets in the way of these interviews is 
time and responsibilities. Not enough time to take the time to get to know her better.

Henry & Laura have been married for 
18 years. Henry says he owned his home and was a farmer. Henry could not read or 
write neither could Alexander. Laura says she has had 7 children born and 7 are 
living. Alexander is a widower. All children are single.] 

Research Note 

Even though Henry Winslow Pratt says he owned the home in the 1910 census, I 
could not find the deed recorded in Crawford County deeds. I checked 1881 to 1917 
deed records and could not find an entry where Henry Winslow Pratt was grantor or 
grantee. The home that my aunts and uncles remember between Crows Creek and 
Brazil Creek (see map) belonged to Columbus Francois Missey. He had entered a 
deed for 1 20 acres on 20 April 1 889. Either he sold the property to Henry Winslow 
Pratt and they never filed the deed or the land was given to his daughter and son-in- 
law as a gift. The deed records need to be searched from 1 91 7 to Laura's death to 
find out when C.F. Missey sold that land or how it was disposed. -Floyd Thomas Pratt

That's all I had, very little to go on, but the John McCormick book gave me a hint as to 
Art's first wife's name. 

On the surface Hazel Belle sounds like given names Stall did not sound like a maiden 
name. 

Checking ancestry.com resources left a blank. To make matters worse, Art and 
Hazel had not been listed in a census together to give me an age for her or a birth 
location. All I knew about her... she was Hazel Belle Stall from Kansas City, Missouri. 

When researching deceased ancestors going from birth to grave in the normal 
procedure (C2G) or cradle to grave. However, when looking for recently live 
ancestors going from last point known to birth is the correct procedure. This was no 
exception. 

Starting with the last known available census 1930, I was looking for a Hazel Belle 
Stall hopefully in Kansas City, Missouri. Longshot... Bingo! 

Living at 6910 East 37th Street, Ward 14 Block 368, Kansas City, Jackson, 
Missouri, United States, page 1 60b, 1 2 April 1 930, line 62, house 691 0 was the 
following information:

This census was the key to unlocking Hazel's life. It told me her husband's name 
Charles G. Stall and she had a son named Albert Schwartz age 16 born in Wyoming 
and another son named Harold D. Darnell age 19 in Wyoming and her father's name 
James Coziah age 76 from Illinois and a brother named Joseph Coziah born in 
Iowa.. 

It also told me that Hazel B. was 36 and born in Idaho. It also told me that Hazel's 
maiden name was Coziah, she had been married to a Schwartz, and she had been 
married to a Darnell. She had also been born in 1894 and was first married at age 
18 in 1912. 

Now it was time to arrange the order of these marriages and families. This was an 
unusual woman. 

Timetracking...l went looking for her or her father or children in the 1920 census in 
either, Kansas City, Missouri, Wyoming or Idaho or Illinois maybe Iowa. 
Longshot... Bingo!

This threw another wrench in the works. ..Hazel had married a Bellamy! Now, let's get 
this straight, there was Great Uncle Art Pratt, Charles G. Stall, ? Bellamy, ? Schwartz 
and ? Darnell. ..so far. 

The 1 920 census told me that she was a widow, since son; Harold D. Darnell was 
born in 191 1 in Wyoming this gave me an approximate marriage date to? Darnell. 
Albert Schwartz was born 1915 also in Wyoming; this also gave me an approximate 
marriage date to his father between 1911-1 915. Also it said that Harold and Albert's 
father were born in Iowa. 

Timetracking...l went looking for her in the 1910 census. ..who knows what her 
surname would be this time? Longshot. ..Bingo! 

I was amazed to find her in the following:

Hazel was born in Idaho her father in Illinois her 
mother in Iowa. Hazel is a housekeeper living with her Aunt Stella. This is Edward 
and Stella's first marriage and they have been married for 3 years. Stella says she 
had had 2 children born and 2 are living.] 

This census verified that Hazel was a COZIAH and using her maiden name. She was 
consistent with the birthplaces of her parents. It also gave me a clue that her Aunt 
Stella was a COZIAH before she married Edward Kirby. 

So far, what this told me was that Hazel married Darnell first and right after this 
census date. Her son, Harold Darnell was born in 191 1 in Wyoming. So, either she 
married in Iowa or for some reason she moved to Wyoming before Harold's birth. 

The next step, you guessed it.. .look for the 1900 census. Bingo! Not what I was 
looking for. I was looking for her father, mother and siblings since she was born in 
1894 she should be 6 years old. 

Here's what I found... 1900 census of Cokeville Precinct, Election District 5, Uinta, 
Wyoming, United States, page 185a, 8 June 1900, line 1, house 56, family 56 with 
the following:

This was unfortunate... no intact family. This told me that a great tragedy had befallen 
this family. 

Checking neighbors I saw that other Coziah children had been spread out over the 
Wyoming territory. This told me from experience that when a widowed spouse has to 
contend with a large family, they needed help; neighbors and friends were the best 
choice. 

My heart began to sorrow for this fragmented family and I wondered what else I would 
find. Checking the New Family Search files (NFS) on my church's website for a 
James Coziah born 1863 in Illinois, I found some help. 

James J. Coziah born 31 August 1863 at Galesburg, Knox, Illinois, United States to 
Joseph (1840-1911) & Nancy (18342-1907) (WOOLEY) Coziah from Iowa and 
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Illinois. He had married Eva May (OSTRADER) on 1 January 1886 in Atwood, 
Rawlins, Kansas, United States. 

KANSAS!!! KANSAS!!! In my 35 years of research I have never seen anything like 
this family. 

New Family Search information is submitted by church members. Most of the time, 
they fail to document their information. Remember, genealogy without documentation 
is mythology! 

The submitters said that Eva died on 14 November 1893 in Logan, Utah. Based on 
my research into James Coziah, I was able to piece together a chronological history 
of his family.

[Charles was born in Missouri his parents in Germany; Hazel was born in Idaho her 
parents in Illinois; Albert was born in Wyoming his father in Pennsylvania his mother 
in Idaho; Harold was born in Wyoming his father in Iowa his mother in Idaho; Harold 
Stall the nephew was born in Missouri as was his parents. James Coziah, first 
married at age 21 ; Hazel's widowed father was born in Illinois and was his parents. 
Joseph H. [Harvey] Coziah first married at age 27; Hazel's divorced brother born in 
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Iowa his parents in Illinois, Charles was first married at age 48, Hazel was first 
married at age 18. Charles owns a boarding house. Albert, Harold D, and Harold are 
single] 

Charles G. Stall and Hazel Belle ( COZIAH) Darnell Schwartz Bellamy Vail Stall 
were divorced or she was widowed after 1 930. 

Sometime after the divorce or widowhood of Charles G. Stall, Henry Arthur "Art" Pratt 
or Arthur Henry Pratt and Hazel Belle ( COZIAH) Darnell Schwartz Bellamy Vail 
Stall were married after the divorce date and before 1939, probably in the Kansas 
City area. 

Hazel Belle (COZIAH) Darnell Schwartz Bellamy Vail Stall Pratt became a 
member of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints and was baptized on 2 
September 1934. 

Henry Arthur "Art" Pratt or Arthur Henry Pratt and Hazel Belle ( COZIAH) Darnell 
Schwartz Bellamy Vail Stall Pratt moved from Kansas City, Jackson, Missouri, United 
States to 2633 Park Avenue, Saint Louis, Missouri, United States sometime in the 
1930's. 

Hazel's father; James J. Coziah was residing with his daughter; Hazel and son-in-law; 
Henry Arthur Pratt at 2633 Park Avenue, St. Louis, Missouri died on 28 April 1939. 
The informant on the death certificate was Hazel Pratt. James was buried in the 
Green Lawn Cemetery, 8251 Hillcrest Road, Kansas City, Jackson, Missouri, United 
States. 

My dad, Floyd Theodore Pratt says he paid $1 0 a month to Art & Hazel Pratt for 
room & board in 1942. He said they lived in a flat on Texas Avenue in St. Louis. 

Henry Arthur "Art" & Hazel Belle (COZIAH) Pratt bought a home in Bourbon, 
Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. 

Hazel Belle (COZIAH) Darnell Schwartz Bellamy Vail Stall Pratt died at her home 
in Bourbon, Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States on 24 December 1959. 

Hazel Belle (COZIAH) Darnell Schwartz Bellamy Vail Stall Pratt was buried with 
her father in the Green Lawn Cemetery in Kansas City, Missouri. 

Hence; John McCormick's statement: Arthur's 1 st wife: Hazel Belle Stall of 
Kansas City 

Email from Pat Jameson on 3 May 2009 

I met Hazel in California in the 40's while on a visit with my grandmother, Jessie 
Sizemore. We had lunch at her home and at that time, I believe she was married to a 
Pratt. They had a lovely home with a basement full of beautiful furniture from all over 
the world. But that is all I can remember. 

She was the first wife of Delbert Vail who became the husband to my grandmother, 
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Jessie Sizemore. Delbert Vail died and years later, my grandmother had her own 
temple sealing to Joseph Harvey Coziah set aside and was sealed to Delbert 
Vail on October 24, 1967 in the Oakland Temple. In NFS, it shows someone re-did 
this sealing March 5, 2008 in the Cardston Temple. Hazel and husband (Bellamy) 
had 2 children (Harold and Albert). 

I do not know when Ellen Katherine Coziah married the second time to Silas E. 
Wooley (who happens to be related to another member of my family). Her death 
therefore, would be listed as Ellen Katherine Wooley. She is in one of the census as 
living as a widow with Eva May Coziah. 

Eva May Ostrander was born 19 March 1868 in Galesburg, Knox, Illinois. 
Eva May Ostrander Coziah died November 14, 1893 in Sun Valley, Idaho. 

My notes on Ellen Katherine Price are - Home in 1880 was Wataga, Knox, Illinois per 

the 1 880 Census. Mother and Father were both from New Jersey. 

1910 census shows Kate E. married to Silas E. Wooley and her age as 75. 

I am 73 years old and have been on 2 missions to Salt Lake City working on the NFS 
starting in 2002. I teach in the FHC on Sunday and work there on Wednesdays. I 
work in the Houston Temple Office on Thursday mornings. I am on a Service Mission 
now out of Salt Lake. I work with Quality Assurance checking the e-mails that Salt 
Lake missionaries send out to make sure they are kind, helpful and correct. The 
computer has a knowledge base that can be reached through the Help Center on the 
front page of NFS. Lets keep in touch and work together on this mutual line. Thanks 
for your information.

Sister Jameson, my interest in the Ostrander and Coziah families comes from Hazel 
Belle (COZIAH). These two families have been a real pain to research. I have 
never seen in my 35 years of family history research a family move around so much. 
Hazel's 6th husband was my Great Uncle; Henry Arthur "Art" Pratt. 

Concerning the Ostranders they were fun to research up to a point.. .after Henry P. 
Ostrander married a second time. Henry had married first Angeline () born 181 1 in 
New Jersey listed in the 1850, 1860 census records. They had. ..6 verified children. 
Angeline died after the 1860 census and before her husband's second marriage to 
Ellen Catherine "Kate" ( PRICE) you mentioned above. Now it gets sticky. 

When I researched the Ostrander's I did not go into detail because my interest was 
the Coziah line. But after your inquiry and email I decided to investigate the Ostrander 
family line. This is where I ran into a problem. I thought that I had gotten my 
information from New Family Search, which is how I found you are a member, and 
upon investigation did not find the answers there. 

I thought maybe I found this info from ancestry.com "trees" and did find others but it 
looks like they copied what I had put in. So, at this point I don't know where I made the 
connection and after investigation I now think that Jeremiah B. & Huldah 
(SALTER) Price (1850, 1860, 1870 census) are not her parents. I am not sure 
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that she is even a Price. 

Somewhere, someone gave me that info otherwise I would not have put it into my 
records. One of the problems with Ellen Katherine is she did not know how to tell the 
truth when it came to her birth year. In the 1870 census she says she is 35, same for 
the 1880 census. In the 1900 census she finally states she was born August 1834. 

Do you know when she died? I figure between 1917-1920. This is where I lose her in 
the records. It is imperative that we find her death certificate or death notice in the 
newspapers in order to verify her parents. After looking at Jeremiah Price's census 
records in New Jersey, I believe his daughter Ellen A...; who was 5 in 1850 and Ellen 
1 5 in 1 860 and he had a dau Annie E. age 25 in the 1 870 census which looks like 
Ellen Annie (PRICE) is not our Ellen Catherine "Kate" () that married Henry P. 
Ostrander around 1866-1868. Getting a copy of Eva May ( OSTRANDER) 
Coziah's death certificate or newspaper obit might disclose her mother's maiden 
name. 

If Ellen died between 1917-1920 do you have a copy of her death certificate? 
Probably in Lincoln County, Wyoming. 

In the 191 0 census she states that she and Silas were married around 1 880-1 881 . 
This exact date would be helpful. If you are doing the temple work for this family let 
me know and I will let you do it. If not then I will process these family members. 

Enclosed are my notes on the family. I am a Family History Consultant in the 
Bradenton 2nd Ward and have been researching for 35 years. Let me know what 
other help you may need.

If all goes well, I plan on a trip to visit Dad in September and he said he would show 
me the house that Art and Hazel lived in Bourbon and it turns out that Art's second 
wife Beulah lived there. If I get to go, I will take a picture for those of you who are 
interested. 

Hazel had 6 husbands and maybe more. She had 2 known children and maybe more. 

With all that she had been through and all of her trials and difficulties, she still 
managed to find the time to listen to the spirit and heed the calling for membership in 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 

I have a great respect and admiration for Hazel; I feel she was an amazing woman. I 
am looking forward to meeting her. 

Beulah Trassy (COFFMAN) 

After Hazel's death in 1959, Art married his second wife; Mrs. Beulah Cross from 
Detroit, Michigan. 
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All I had to go on was John McCormick's statement Mrs. Beulah Cross of Detroit, 
Michigan. 

This appeared to be impossible to track since I was looking for a marriage after 
1959 and before Arthur's death on 7 May 1961 . 

So, I had resigned myself the obvious... someone else will have to figure out this 
mystery. 

However, sometimes I feel the Lord moves mountains to solve mysteries especially 
when eternal consequences are involved. 

For 35 years since I had known about Mrs. Beulah Cross of Detroit, Michigan, no one 
else in my family circles knew about her much except Dad, he said that Art and 
Beulah lived in Art's house in Bourbon, Missouri when Art died. 

She lived in the home for a while after Art's death and then apparently moved back to 
Michigan. But, wait, I am getting ahead of myself. 

One thing I knew; Cross was not her maiden name and she had lived or did live in 
Detroit. 

With no census information to help, no death certificate, no marriage records, I had 
nothing. ..until. 

I had self imposed a deadline to finish with this genealogy research by December 
2010 when my annual subscription to ancestry.com renewed. I was going to be done 
once and for all after 35 years and wanted to start and finish some other projects I 
had started. 

So, I worked my way down through my 27,000 people in this Pratt Progenitor Papers 
family tree starting with Henry Pratt, then updating the Carters, then each of Henry 
and Nancy's children and their spouses and parents, working my way from 
generation to generation to me. 

When last month I got to Ambrose James Missey and Parry Jane 
(RICHARDSON) family and began updating the Richardsons, Parry Jane's 
brother is William Eli "Pete" Richardson who married Jessie ( COFFMAN) on 5 
January 1907 at Steelville, Meramec Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. 

William and Parry's parents are George Washington & Mary Lucinda "Cindy" 
(HOLLINGSWORTH) Richardson, old family in Crawford County, Missouri. 

So, as I began my updating of William & Jessie ( COFFMAN) Richardson family I 
remembered that one of their children is my great Aunt Eula Viola 
(RICHARDSON) who married my great uncle Virgil Ranson Pratt, brother to 
Henry Arthur Pratt. 

Aunt Eula as we called her was a storehouse of knowledge and information about the 
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people and families in Bourbon and surrounding communities. She was amazing! 

But, unfortunately, although I had asked hundreds of questions, I didn't ask all the right 
questions when she was alive and now I go asking questions to people who just don't 
know. 

That's where the Lord helps. 

As I was filling in the blanks on Jessie ( COFFMAN) Richardson, Aunt Eula's 
mother, I began my update on Jessie' parents; Joseph Lafayette "Fate" & Elizabeth 
Isabelle "Izzie" ( DAVIS) Coffman. 

You may ask what is "updating"? Updating is setting in logical order events and 
documents in a person's life that can be found in courthouses, like deeds, marriages, 
court records and cemeteries, census records from 1790 to 1930 and land records, 
military participation and any other records, like pictures, stories from other family 
members and the most neglected and untapped source... newspapers. 

After I have assembled these records I set them in chronological order and call it the 
Cradle to Grave Profile. (C2G) I post these profiles on ancestry.com and send them 
to interested parties knowing that this information will give them a boost in their 
research so they don't have to repeat my 35 years of research. Saving them 
hundreds if not thousands of hours of research. 

Sometimes these profiles are several pages long. Depends on how long the 
individual lived and how active they were in their community. 

As I was updating Fayette & Izzie's family, Jessie ( COFFMAN) happened to be 
the oldest child. After Jessie came her sister; Myrtle Ellen ( COFFMAN) who 
married Arthur S. Lindsey. Followed by each child until I have all I can find and know 
on each individual, their spouses and their spouse's family. 

Fayette & Izzie's had 1 0 children that we can verify and 3 we can't. When I got to child 
number 7, whom was Beulah Trassy (COFFMAN). 

Going to ancestry.com to find out what others knew about her I found 9 trees with very 
little to no information on her... except one tree. 

One tree had two husband's for her a Cross and a James. When I saw the Cross 
surname a bell went off in my head that was so loud I am sure others in the 
neighborhood could hear. 

I began to start checking. I contacted that person on ancestry but she was very vague 
about Beulah and said that Beulah had been married 5 or 6 times. She said she 
knew a cousin, son of Beulah named Bobby Cross that had information about his 
parents. 

I asked her to get him in touch with me and she has not replied. She kept giving me 
incorrect information about the Coffman family even though she claimed to have 
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known them. She left children out of the family and made other claims that were 
proven false. 

However, when I told her that I thought my Uncle Henry Arthur Pratt was married to 
Beulah, the next day she had updated her tree with that information. ..willing to accept 
others information but not willing to share... or even a thank you. 

Nevertheless, I found through another researcher Beulah's headstone and picture on 
Find-A-Grave, which also listed Beulah's other husbands. 

It appears that Beulah Trassy (COFFMAN) was a busy girl. Her first husband is 
listed as James Thomas Beauten born 1898 in Equality Twp, Gallatin, Illinois, United 
States and before the 1920 census he had moved to Detroit, Michigan. 

I was able to find him in the 1900, 1910 and 1920 census before I lost him. If he did 
marry Beulah Trassy (COFFMAN) then the record must be in Michigan. 

Her second husband was Charles Spoel. Could not find anything about him. 

Her third husband and this is confusing, she is listed in the 1925 & 1930 Kansas 
census with a Richard Cross. 

However, the person on ancestry.com whom I previously spoke about who was 
supposed to know her son; Bobby Cross put in her tree that his father was Kenneth 
Archibald Cross born 21 November 1906 at in Switz City, Greene, Indiana, United 
States <http://places.ancestry.com/index.aspx?tid=5479606&pid=678296183&eid= 
10570846855> and died 6 August 1975 in Belleville, Wayne, Michigan, United 
States. 

I am a little afraid of this information because two days ago it was not there and now 
it shows up without explanation. She failed to list a marriage date and with her history 
of conflicting information it is hard to determine who really was Beulah's 3 rd 
husband; Richard Cross of Kansas or Kenneth Cross of Indiana. 

Therefore, until further evidence can be documented I am not convinced who her ? 
Cross husband was. 

It appears that Henry Arthur "Art" Pratt was her 4 th husband. No marriage location 
or date has been found but I figure Crawford County, Missouri, St. Louis, Missouri or 
Kansas City, Missouri holds the marriage record. 

This marriage took place after the death or divorce of her 3 rd husband and after 
the death of Art's first wife Hazel Belle ( COZIAH) Pratt in 1 959. 

Knowing Art, at age 57 he would not have been running around up to Detroit, 
Michigan to get married. Beulah was probably down in Crawford County, Missouri 
visiting relatives and met widower; Henry Arthur "Art" Pratt. 

They were married between 1959 and 1961 either in St. Louis or Crawford County or 
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elsewhere and she moved in with Art at Bourbon, Missouri. She attended the local 
Pratt family reunions held in each September and became good friends with my Aunt 
Mary Edith (PRATT) Skaggs. 

After the death of Uncle Art in 1 961 , it is unknown how long she lived in their home 
before she moved back to the Detroit area where she married her 5 th husband, 
Clifford D. James. 

Clifford died in May 1973 and was buried at Parkview Memorial Cemetery, 34205 5 
Mile Road, Livonia, Wayne, Michigan, United States. 

Beulah Trassy (COFFMAN) Beauten, Spoel, Cross, Pratt, James died on 4 
January 1984 at Taylor, Wayne, Michigan, United States. She is buried with 5 th 
husband; Clifford D. James. 

On Find-A-Grave they posted a picture of her and a picture of the joint headstone 
with her husband at Parkview Memorial Cemetery, 34205 5 Mile Road, Livonia, 
Wayne, Michigan, United States. You can access this at

I don't believe I would have purposely researched this person if I had not seen one of 
her husbands was a Cross. 

The coincidence of a Mrs. Beulah Cross from Detroit, Michigan as John 
McCormick's book stated to be located was too much of a long shot. 

However, what drew my interest to this Beulah was that she was born in Crawford 
County, Missouri, had married a Cross and was from Detroit, Michigan. 

After hard research and many, many hours in these records I was able to put two and 
two together and connect Arthur's mystery 2 nd wife listed in John McCormick's 
book as Mrs. Beulah Cross from Detroit, Michigan as one and the same as Beulah 
Trassy (COFFMAN) Beauten, Spoel, Cross, Pratt, James. 

Great Uncle Art seems to have had a penchant for woman who had multiple 
husbands. 

So, there you have it. A great mystery concerning two outstanding women and how 
they crossed the path of my great Uncle Henry Arthur "Art" Pratt. A 35-year or more 
mystery has been solved. 

After I disclosed my findings on ancestry.com, now I see many of those 9 trees that 
knew nothing before about Beulah's husbands have now updated their trees with my 
information and added Henry Arthur "Art' Pratt as one of her husbands. 

That is my purpose and mission... to shake up a complacency of apathy in the 
genealogical world about record keeping and research techniques. 
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I have attempted to set a prime example of how research should be conducted and 
produced. Based on my findings you can write a biography of any individual using my 
sources. 

And you may ask, where did the spark that enlightens and guides your mind 
originate... from my Heavenly Father, of course.

Sister Jameson, my interest in the Ostrander and Coziah families comes from Hazel 
Belle (COZIAH). These two families have been a real pain to research. I have never 
seen in my 35 years of family history research a family move around so much. Hazel's 6th 
husband was my Great Uncle; Henry Arthur "Art" Pratt. 

Concerning the Ostranders they were fun to research up to a point.. .after Henry P. 

married a second time. Henry had married first (Angeline ( ) born 181 1 in New 

Jersey listed in the 1850, 1860 census records). They had. ..6 verified children. Angeline 
died after the 1860 census and before her husband's second marriage to Ellen 
Catherine "Kate" ( PRICE). Now it gets sticky. 

When I researched the Ostrander's I did not go into detail because my interest was the 
Coziah line. But after your inquiry and email I decided to investigate the Ostrander family 
line. This is where I ran into a problem. I thought that I had gotten my information from 
New Family Search, which is how I found you are a member and upon investigation did 
not find the answers there. I thought maybe I found this info from ancestry.com "trees" and 
did find others but it looks like they copied what I had put in. ..so at this point I don't know 
where I made the connection and after investigation I now think that Jeremiah B. & 
Huldah (SALTER) Price (1850, 1860, 1870 census) are not her parents. I am not sure 
that she is even a Price. 

Somewhere, someone gave me that info otherwise I would not have put it into my 
records. One of the problems with her is she did not know or tell the truth when she was 
born. In the 1870 census she says she is 35, same for the 1880 census. In the 1900 
census she finally states she was born August 1834. 

Do you know when she died? I figure between 1917-1920. This is where I lose her in the 
records. It is imperative that we find her death certificte or death notice in the 
newspapers in order to verify her parents. After looking at Jeremiah Price's census 
records in New Jersey, I believe his daughter Ellen A...; who was 5 in 1850 and Ellen 15 
in 1860 and he had adau Annie E. age 25 in the 1870 census which looks like Ellen 
Annie (PRICE) is not our Ellen Catherine "Kate" () that married Henry P. Ostrander 
around 1866-1868.
